SECRET PLAN FOR RECOGNITION OF PLO REVEALED 
London AL-MAJALLAH in Arabic No 128, 24-30 Jul 82 pp 14-16 


[Article by '‘Abd-al-Karim Abu al-Nasr: "'AL—-MAJALLAH Publishes the Full Story of 
the Secret Plan To Obtain PLO Recognition from Europe and the United States and 
Invite 'Arafat and a High-Level Palestinian Delegation To Visit Major Capitals" ] 


(Text! A senior Arab official revealed to AL-MAJALLAH an important secret that 
is being published for the first time. That secret is that Israel's invasion of 
Lebanon destroyed an integrated plan whose features and details were devised in 
several Arab and western capitals. The plan sought to ensure broad western recog- 
nition of the PLO and invite Mr Yasir ‘Arafat to visit several West European 
countries, principally France and Britain. The plan also sought to ensure the 
United States' recognition of the PLO and invite a high-level Palestinian delega— 
tion to visit Washington. This senior Arab official affirmed that several western 
leaders, namely, President Reagan, [President] Mitterand and Austria's chan- 
cellor, Bruno Kreisky knew about this plan. This official, who related to 
AL-MAJALLAH the full details of this secret plan, stated that Israeli intelli- 
gence agencies found out about the substance of this plan, which was to be imple- 
mented in the middle of last June, and notified Prime Minister Begin accordingly. 
The latter took advantage of the first opportunity [to act], and he sent his 
forces on 6 June to invade Lebanon, eliminate the PLO and accordingly prevent 
this organization from achieving the major diplomatic victory that would have 
given it political power and "immunity" from any Israeli Liquidation operation 
against it. 


AL-MAJALLAH reveals for the first time the details of this secret, provocative 
Operation. New and significant information is being published about the plans 
Reagan and his new secretary of state, George Schultz have for the Middle East. 
AL-MAJALLAH is also revealing the contents of the letter that Reagan sent to 
Begin; that letter created quite a stir because of what was stated it about the 
Liberation Organization and the Palestinians. AL-MAJALLAH got hold of the full 
text of this letter. We also conducted an interview with Mr Danny Sham'un, son of 
the president of the Lebanese Front, Camille Sham'un. He is the man who played a 
principal role in the war in Lebanon. Sham'un relates new information about 
Israel's invasion of Lebanon, and he talks about his views of the future. Sham'un 
had presented these views in a handwritten memo that was sent to several Arab 
agencies. 




















Details of the Secret Plan 


We begin with the provocative Palestinian operation, as its details were related 
to us by a senior Arab official and a well-informed, prominent Palestinian offi- 
cial. 


Implementation of the operation began early this year. Its primary purpose was to 
obtain broad recognition for the Liberation Organization from Western Europe, 
especially from influential and effective countries like France and Britain. 
French President Mitterand, who played a significant secret role in this opera- 
tion, took part in these secret efforts to ensure recognition for the organiza- 
tion. Kreisky, senior British officials and other prominent European political 
figures also took part. A limited number of Arab and Palestinian officials also 
took part in that operation. Among them was Dr '‘'Isam al-Saratawi, ‘Arafat's 
international affairs adviser and "secret liaison man."' Al-Saratawi met secretly 
many times with prominent European and Arab figures to ensure the success of the 
operation. However, to ensure western recognition of the organization, the 
organization had to recognize Israel. An agreement was reached in the context of 
this operation that '‘Isam al-Saratawi would make a public statement, either in a 
lecture or at a press conference. There he would announce that the organization 
was prepared to recognize the existence of Israel in return for Israel's 
recognition. Actually, al-Saratawi's position was to be based on a group of 
resolutions that had been adopted by the Palestinian National Council, par- 
ticularly the council's approval of the Brezhnev Plan in April 1981. This plan 
clearly stipulates that all countries in the region, including Israel, have a 
right to exist and to live in peace. An agreement was reached that al-Saratawi 
would announce that Palestinian position on June 14, about 2 weeks before the 
European Summit was to convene. This would be followed by an invitation to 
‘Arafat to visit a number of West European countries, chiefly France and Austria, 
and the organization would obtain broad western recognition. 


Handwritten Replies from Reagan to the Palestinians 


It was the United States that was left. An agreement was reached between the 
Liberation Organization and Tunisia's President Bourguiba. According to this 
agreement Bourguiba would ciarge his prime minister, Mr Mohamed Mzali with this 
delicate mission. Some Arao agencies were informed about this. Mzali traveled to 
Washington late last April, taking with him Palestinian opinions and proposals on 
how peace in the area can be achieved and the rights of the Palestinian people 
ensured. Mzali met President Reagan and his secretary of state, Alexander Haig 
and presented the Palestinian ideas to them in detail. He discussed these ideas 
with them, and he urged the U.S. administration to proceed immediately with talks 
with the Liberation Organization. In the first step of its kind Mzali obtained 
from U.S. officials handwritten replies to the Palestinian proposals. The 
Americans asked tor unequivocal Palestinian recognition of Israel, especially 
recognition of Resolutions 242 and 338 before they would recognize the organiza-—- 
tion and begin direct negotiations with it. But it seemed evident from this visit 
that the Reagan administration was prepared to recognize the organization and to 
hold talks with it. It seemed that the Reagan administration was also prepared to 
receive a high-level Palestinian delegation in Washington. From Washington Mzali 
went on to Paris where he made an official announcement that he had met with 
French Prime Minister Pierre Maurois. Actually, however, the principal purpose of 
his visit was to hold a secret meeting with al-Saratawi and to report to him the 














results ot his negotiations in Washington. That meeting did take place, and 
al-Saratawi received the American replies to Palestinian ideas, and he reported 
those to official Palestinian agencies in Beirut. An agreement was reached rhat 
indirect talks between Americans and Palestinians had to continue through Tunisia 
and other Arab countries so that a final formula for an agreement can be reached 
to ensure U.S. recognition of the organization. Besides Reagan and his senior 
advisers, chief among whom are William Clark and Senator Charles Percy, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee took part in the U.S. efforts. 


Israel's invasion of Lebanon destroyed this operation temporarily. In the past 3 
weeks, when the Israelis were surrounding Beirut and asking the Palestinians and 
their leaders to surrender, the process of ensuring western recognition for the 
organization was resumed. In this context al-Saratawi and two Israelis, who 
Support peace with Palestinians, Gen (Bilid) and Yuri (Evniri)--the Israeli 
citizen who had met ‘Arafat in Beirut--held three press conferences in Brussels, 
London and Paris. At these three press conferences--the first of their kind since 
1948--al-Saratawi affirmed the willingness of the Liberation Organization to 
accept the principle of "mutual recognition" with Israel. He called upon the 
United States and Europe to recognize the organization and to hold talks with it. 
The complicated situation in Beirut prevented the proclamation of official 
European recognition of the organization, as had been agreed to. Now efforts are 
being concentrated on "rescuing" the Liberation Organization politically from the 
Israeli siege. However, this did not prevent new and noteworthy steps and 
initiatives toward the organization from being made. The most prominent and the 
most daring of these came from France. In the first such initiative President 
Mitterand received Faruq al-Qadumi (alias Abu al-Lutf) at the Elysee Palace. 
Al-Qadumi was a member of a delegation of Arab ministers formed by the al-Ta'if 
Conference. The delegation included the ministers of foreign affairs of Algeria 
and the United Arab Emirates. Paris also announced that it was willing to receive 
‘Arafat. At the same time French and British officials announced that they were 
considering with interest the recent statements that were made by al-Saratawi. 
The French-Egyptian draft UN Security Council resolution falls under this frame- 
work also. This draft resolution calls for giving Palestinians the right to deter- 
mine their own destiny and making the organization a partner in the peace process. 


Reagan and the Palestinian Homeland 


What is the situation now in Washington on the Liberation Organization and on the 
Palestinians? A number of Arab and Palestinian politicians told us, "The time is 
right, now in Washington, to realize progress in solving the Palestinian problem. 
Will this progress be basic and major, or will it be limited? This depends on the 
outcome of the siege of Beirut and the outcome of the intense negotiations that 
are taking place now between Arabs and Americans." It is the opinion of these 
politicians that the most "encouraging" signs lie in Reagan's personal interest 
in the Middle East crisis and in the fact that he is dealing with it on a prio- 
rity basis. There is also the fact that the three most powerful men in the U.S. 
administration now have positions and views that understand the Arab point of 
view. These men are the new secretary of state, George Schultz, Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger and Reagan's National Security Adviser William Clark. It's been 
nociced in this context that at his confirmation hearings in front of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, Schultz emphasized in his testimony that he would 
give priority to the Palestinian question. He said, "We must insist on 














facing the legitimate problems of the Palestinian people and dealing with them 
and solving them in all their dimensions, and we must ensure the needs of the 
Palestinian people. We hope to achieve a solution that will fulfill the political 
hopes of the Palestinian people." Schultz spoke about "the legitimate rights" of 
the Palestinian people, and he declared that it would be possible to recognize 
the Liberation Organization as "representing the Palestinian people" if the 
Organization altered its policy toward Israel and recognized its existence. But 
Schultz refused to recognize the organization as the sole legitimate represen- 
tative of the Palestinian people. 


What is the Reagan administration offering the Palestinian people to make them 
take part in the peace process? Does this administration have a ''new formula" 
that would be acceptable to the Palestinians? We must pause here and consider the 
substance of the significant message that Reagan sent to Begin 2 weeks ago. 
AL-MAJALLAH obtained the complete text of that letter, which explains Reagan's 
plans in detail and reveals significant matters. 


--Reagan says in his letter, "We now have an opportunity to face the problem of 
the Palestinian people, and it is our duty to do so" in the aftermath of the 
invasion of Lebanon and after the blow that Israel dealt to the Liberation 
Organization. 


--Reagan affirms that "The Palestinians deserve to have a homeland, even if that 
homeland could not accommodate all of them."" Reagan adds that the West Bank and 
Gaza are the only areas that are available for the establishment of that 
homeland, whether that homeland be an "independent" state, a state tied to Jordan 
or, in the president's words, "part of a Jordanian-Israeli confederation." 


--~Reagan goes on to say that the United States will now oppose Israeli ''demands" 
in the West Bank and Gaza more vigorously, and it will oppose the establishment 
of settlements in that area. He adds, "Now that the Palestinians no longer 
constitute a concrete security threat, we will announce our unequivocal oppo- 
sition to these Israeli demands and settlements, and we will begin dealing with 
Palestinians who support coexistence." 


-~-Reagan defines in this letter the objectives and features of future U.S. action 
in the Middle East. He says that the "immediate objective" is to achieve "full 
autonomy'' as stipulated in the Camp David accords. Reagan adds that he will ask 
that consideration of matters that have to do with sovereignty, the borders, 
Jerusalem, Arab immigration to that area and Jewish settlement [in that area] be 
postponed "until the Palestinian people elect their leaders who would negotiate 
their conditions." 


~-Reagan ends his letter by saying that he had asked Schultz to consider this 
question on a priority basis. Then he adds that he is prepared to send high-level 
envoys to the area to ensure the success of these efforts. Reagan mentions in 
this regard the names of former President Carter and two former secretaries of 
state, Henry Kissinger and Cyrus Vance. 


It seems evident from the contents of this important letter that Reagan believes 
that the solution to the Palestinian problem, which was stipulated in the Camp 
David accords, is to be based on the fact that these talks are to lead to the 











establishment of ‘a homeland" for Palestinians. Begin's government’ strongly 
opposes that. In this context an American who is well acquainted with Schultz 
told us that the new secretary of state believes that ultimately, Palestinians 
must have the right "to determine their own destiny.'' However, he thinks that 
Palestinian autonomy talks must be resumed immediately and advantage must be 
taken of the fact that the Begin government had agreed to these talks by signing 
the Camp David accords. On this basis Schultz took action and devoted his first 
day on the job at the State Department to meet with the ambassadors of Egypt and 
Israel to look into the possibility of resuming the autonomy talks. But what is 
most interesting is that Schultz met at length with Dr Kissinger and discussed 
with him the possibility of asking him to supervise the Palestinian autonomy 
tdiks and tour the Middle East to solve the Palestinian problem. He also 
discussed with him other aspects of the Arab-Israeli dispute. Informed sources 
stated that the Reagan administration will not ask Kissinger to carry out any 
mission before getting the approval of the parties in question in the area. In 
the past few days deliberations about this matter have been taking place. It has 
been reported that U.S. Envoy Philip Habib will devote his efforts to solve the 
crisis in Lebanon, while Kissinger will devote his to dealing with the 
Palestinian problem and with the possibility of signing peace agreements between 
Syria and Jordan on the one hand and Israel on the other. If the parties in 
question do not welcome Kissinger, it is expected that Reagan will appoint 
another envoy. This may be Carter or Vance, as Reagan mentioned in his letter to 
Begin, or a third [altogether different] person. 


Naturally, Arabs and Palestinians reject the autonomy talks, but they welcome the 
idea of establishing a Palestinian “homeland.” It is therefore expected that 
Kissinger's mission--or that of any U.S. envoy--will be very complicated and very 
delicate because it will deal with the most critical and the most sensitive 
problems in the history of the Arab-Israeli dispute. 


Yanny Sham'un Speaks 


Washington is looking for a universally acceptable envoy and "a formula" to solve 
the Palestinian problem. Philip Habib has not yet found in Beirut a formula that 
everyone would accept for lifting the Israeli siege around the Lebanese capital 
and ensuring the departure of the Palestinians and their leaders from the city. 
In this regard we interviewed Mr Danny Sham'un, son of former president Camille 
Sham'un. Danny Sham'un used to be a principal ally of the Phalangist party, as 
the Liberal party's secretary of defense during the war in Lebanon. However, in 
July 1980 after striking his forces and gaining total control over East Beirut 
and some areas of al-Jabal, the Phalangist party "removed" Sham'un from Beirut 
and brought the role of the Liberal party to an end. Danny Sham'un has broad 
international contacts, especially with Americans and some Europeans, and he also 
has contacts and friends among the Arabs, most notably in Jordan. In our 
interview with him Danny Sham'un defined his view of the situation in Lebanon as 
follows: 


-~-Israel will not withdraw from Lebanon before it signs a peace treaty with it. 
Bevin had set a date for signing this agreement; he said that it would be before 
the end of 1982. But how can Lebanon sign a peace treaty with Israel if Syria 


remains in a state of war with Israel? It is from this premise that some people 
are apprehensive about the fact that Israel may launch a major attack against the 
Syrian military and that "peace talks" may follow that attack. These talks would 

















lead to the two countries signing a peace treaty. After this is achieved, Israel 
would strive to sign a peace treaty with Jordan. 


-~-Lebanon cannot again become a sovereign, unified, independent state unless 4 
radical change takes place. This process must focus on the following principal 
matters: 


1. All the Lebanese people must be disarmed after the question of the armed 
Palestinian presence and that of the Syrian presence are solved by means of a UN 
force of 20,000 soldiers. 


2. The Lebanese army and the internal security forces are to be disbanded, and 
both the army and security forces are to be re-established on principles that 
differ from those of the past. The new army must consist of 50,000 persons: 60 
percent of them are to be career officers and 40 percent are to be volunteers. 
Internal security [forces] must assume the function of the national guard and 
take over the role of the armed militias. 


3. Lebanon's constitution must be radically amended so it would take into account 
the variables of this war. Political participation of Lebanese citizens must be 
realized on new and balanced principles, and radical reforms must be made in the 
country's administrative agencies and courts. 


--If Israel wants to impose the president it wants on the Lebanese people, it 
will face many difficulties from the Lebanese people themselves. Because of the 
power of its presence in Lebanon, Israel may be able to make one man the presi- 
dent, but it will not be able to ensure his survival in his position. 


-~In this regard there are disagreements between the United States and Israel. 
The United States wants the next presidential elections to take place in a "free 
and democratic" climate. It is for this reason that it agreed to take part in the 
international peace-keeping force that will ensure the election of a new presi- 
dent who would be acceptable to the Lebanese people and not imposed on them. 


--Israel is taking advantage of its current military presence in Lebanon to 
strengthen its positions and the positions of its allies in some areas such as 
the south, for example. Israel helped Sa'd Haddad extend his influence to Sidon. 
It also allowed its other allies to spread out in several areas in the south and 
around Beirut. It seems to me that Israel will not withdraw easily or any time 
soon from Lebanon. 


Regarding the Lebanese crisis itself, communications that took place in the past 
few days--most notably the visit of Saudi minister of foreign affairs Prince 
Sa'ud al-Faysal and of Syrian minister of foreign affairs 'Abd-al-Halim Khaddam 
to Washington and their talks with Reagan and Schultz--focused on ending the 
Israeli siege of Beirut and avoiding a battle that would destroy part of the city 
and produce thousands of Lebanese and Palestinian casualties. Americans think 
that it is the Arabs who should assume responsibility for taking in Palestinians. 
Therefore, Reagan asked several Arab countries to facilitate this mission. Syria 
set a condition, for example, for taking in Palestinians: all Arab countries were 
to approve that step. Egypt and Jordan are now expressing their willingness to 
take in a limited number of Palestinians if other countries approve of that. As 


























tar as Syria is concerned, Lebanese sources stated that Damascus had asked 
Washington to pledge that Syria's strategic interests would be taken into 
consideration when any agreement is reached. 


Diplomatic sources explained that this could mean that Syria wants to stay north 
of Lebanon, especially in al-Biqa' area. In return, the leadership of the 
Palestinian Resistance informed the government of Lebanon that the Resistance 
would not leave Lebanon before getting international guarantees that the camps 
and the Palestinians in them and the various Palestinian establishments in 
Lebanon will be protected. President Elias Sarkis rejected a Palestinian proposal 
that the Resistance move to north Lebanon temporarily while waiting for a 
solution to the crisis. 


In the meantime Israel is threatening that its patience will not last for 1 month 
ag Washington had asked. Israel is threatening that it still intends to settle 
the matter of Beirut militarily if no solution is reached. Israel particularly 
fears that the Liberation Organization may emerge from Beirut with a political 
victory and that the PLO's role will not die with the military blow that had been 
dealt to it. For Begin, therefore, the temptations to utilize "the military 
solution" in Beirut are considerable. Begin is waiting for the suitable oppor- 
tunity for that. He may wait for a grave developnent in the war between Iraq and 
Iran.

UNIFIED STAND TOWARD GULF WAR SOUGHT

[Article: "The Gulf Cooperation Council: Elimination of Differences Is the 
First Step Toward the Termination of the ‘Gulf War'"] 


[Text] The countries of the Gulf Cooperation Council [GCC] have conferred to 
hold an extraordinary meeting to discuss how to put a final end to the Iraqi- 
Iranian war and the Arab feuds that had resulted from it. 


The meeting was held in Kuwait last Saturday, 15 May, and was attended by 
the foreign ministers of Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the Emirates, Qatar, Bahrain, 
and the Sultanate of Oman. At the end of two meetings, of which the first 
was extensive and the second confined to Delegate heads, the meeting was ad- 
journed till 30 May, to be held in Riyadh, Saudi Arabia. 


Gulf sources reported that the ministers who met believed that directing a 
call for the convocation of an emergency session by Arab foreign ministers 
would not receive sufficient response and would not allow participants to 
reach a unanimous resolution over the war which has begun to menace the secu- 
rity of the whole Gulf and consequently the security of the entire Arab re- 
gion. 


The sources also added that the view had been limited to the settling of the 
Arab feuds generated from the Iraqi-Iranian war, or which had been intensi~ 
fied by the outbreak of this war. This would be the first task on the road 
to putting an end to the war itself. Maintaining these differences will have 
its own reflection on the level of compliance in the discussions that will 
take place during the extensive Arab ministerial meeting. 


The most prominent of the aforementioned Arab feuds is the Iraqi-Syrian feud 
that reached its peak with the severance of relations, closing of borders, 
the shutting of the Iraqi pipeline passing through Syrian territory and the 
exchanze of harsh propaganda campaigns which endanger the fate of both the 
Damascus and Baghdad regimes. 


Among these disputes is also Libya's tacit support to the Iranian side in 
the war. Baghdad has severed its relation with Tripoli in retaliation for 
this support. However, relations have become more relaxed lately though on 


a small scale. 





























Then came Jordan's strong support to the lraqiside in the "Gulf War" to cause 
further strains in relations between Amman and Damascus, though this aspect 
of the disputes was not given attention in the official propaganda campaigns 
exchanged. 


Algeria has recently abandoned its passive neutrality status, which was mis- 
construed, in favor of a position of active neutrality. This new position 
resulted in its proposal to mediate between Iran, Iraq to achieve a peaceful 
end to the existing differences. Algeria ilso affirmed its determination to 
continue its mediation, despite the accidental killing of its ex-foreign 
minister Muhammad Al-Sadik Bin Yihia on his way to Iran to start his media- 
tion. 


Iraqi sources say that Algeria did not come up with any tangible proposals 
when it offered Baghdad the idea of mediation. Baghdad has supported and 
still supports that idea. Algeria attributes this move to its good relations 
with Iran because of its help in resolving the crisis of the American hostages 
last year. 


The Kuwait Meeting 





The ministers of the GCC have seized the opportunity of the Kuwait meeting to 
confirm that the Iraqi-Iranian war is a "serious gap" in the security of the 
region which should be treated in the Arab arena to block any foreign inter- 
vention whose results and consequences are difficult to predict. On the other 
hand, they decided not to rush into taking steps toward that goal in order to 
avoid the failure of these efforts and the delay in reaching the objective. 


Kuwait had tried, at one time, to end tl2 Iraqi-Syrian dispute. However, the 
attempt was not successful. Kuwaiti sources attribute this to the fact that 
the Kuwaiti initiative did not originate from a resolution by the GCC, al- 
though it echoed the fears of the Gulf in general concerning developments in 
the Iraqi-Iranian war and its effects on Arab cooperation. 


The same sources add that this fact was behind delegating Saudi Arabia for 
this task, especially since Saudi-Syrian relations are good as expressed by 
more than one Syrian official, including President Hafiz Al-Asad himself. 


It is expected that the next few days will witness an intensification in Arab 
contacts in which Saudi Arabia will be in a crucial position after being dele- 
gated this monumental task. 


Prince Sa'ud Al-Faysal, the Saudi Foreign minister stated after the meeting 
in Kuwait that contacts are underway to deal with the present situation in 
our region, in general, and that the ministers have held talks over the re- 
sults of these contacts, future steps to follow and that they have taken a 
resolution that these contacts should continue "to crystalize a unified Arab 
stand toward the present situation in our region in general and especially 
concerning the Iraqi-Iranian dispute." 




















Through the statements of Prince Saud Al-Faysal, it appeared that the issue 

of Egypt's return to the Arab line had been omitted from the Gulf ministerial 
meeting out of concern for the unity of the Arab ranks. The positions of cer- 
tain Arab states were taken into consideration, which opposed Egypt's return 
to the Arabs, unless it abandons the two Camp David accords which were the 
reason for imposing sanctions on the Egyptian regime, including the severance 
of diplomatic relations. It was also determined that none of the GCC states 
would make any unilateral rapprochement with Egypt and that this should be 
left to the Arab Summit conference expected to convene in a few weeks. 


Gulf sources say that the conferees in Kuwait were not eager to take any nega- 
tive steps against the Iranian regime, in order to leave the door open for a 
peaceful solution acceptable to Tehran. It was also reported that the Iranian 
authorities had issued, in the wake of the Gulf Ministerial meeting a state- 
ment expressing its "good intentions" towards the countries concerned, leav- 
ing the initiative whether positive or negative to these countries, promising 
positive steps on her part for a reciprocal treatment and threatening "an ap- 
propriate response" in case a "hostile action" was decided upon. 


Settlement Endeavors 





Gulf sources said that the countries of the GCC are eager to utilize the 
Other good endeavors exerted by different Islamic and international parties 
and that contacts with these parties will be established soon to coordinate 
these efforts for the sake of attaining the aspired goal. 


The same sources say that the Egyptian support in the Gulf war had reached 
its peak with the increase in the quantities of weaponry and ammunition that 
were decided upon by the Egyptian leadership after the visit of the Sultan 
of Oman, Sultan Qabus. It is not likely that Egypt's role would exceed the 
current limit as long as the war remains within the Iranian borders. There- 
fore, the official Gulf climate indicates that the endeavors that will be 
exerted in the coming days will concentrate on peaceful efforts to end the 
war, with no winner or loser, as well as continuation of a strict observance 
of situation developments especially since the positions of the different 
wings within the Iranian leadership are not united towards the other Arab 
Gulf countries. 


Whatever the result may be, observers believe that the extraordinary meeting 
of the countries of the GCC represents a significant trend. The Arab Gulf 
countries believe that the situation does not allow for any delay and that 
the continuation of the war will not lead to its conclusion but probably will 
expend its scope beyond the Arab region. Therefore, ending the war should 
not only be the concern of the two warring countries, but everyone who is 
determined not to give any of the two superpowers access to the security of 
the region and its stability. This concerns primarily the Arab countries, 
because the Gulf war will engulf them before any others and because any 
disturbance will only benefit in the long run the greed of the superpowers 
in this strategic region rich in oil. 
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Two questions are frequently asked among the Iraqis: will the end of the 
Iraqi-Iranian war repair the damage caused by beginning? And will the fire 
of this war purify Arab relations which were not good before it started, thus 


starting a bright new page in the Arab history. 


The features of the answers to these questions will appear within the next 
2 weeks. However, optimism about a possible success is too clear to be hidden 


by official statements.

OPPOSITION PAPER RAPS MUBARAK STATEMENT ON UNITED STATES

[Text] During the press conference he held jointly with Sudanese President 
Ja'far Numayri in Khartoum on his way back from a visit to Qabus, the president 
of the republic surprised everyone when he said: "Without the United States 
the problem cannot be solved. President al-Sadat used to say that 99 percent 
of the cards of the game are in the hands of the United States. I say that 

the figure now is 100 per cent. "He thus declared his adherence to the claim 
that reflects the policy which, during al-Sadat's reign, led to the Arab 
catastrophe we are now witnessing. 


There was surprise because this statement dashed the hopes entertained by some 
that the Egyptian foreign policy would be different in view of statements made 
by President Mubarak himself in the past few weeks. What is even more strange 
is that he made this declaration at a time when the United States was playing 
its hostile part against the Arab nation. 


The statement completely ignores the power capable of solving the problen, 
namely the power of the people and governments of the region whose interest 
and duty it is to do so and who are the ones to play the main role. To 
deny this in theory and practice and to give the United States 100 per cent 
of the cards means that we do not need a unified Arab stand or an inter- 
national move in suppott of our rights. It means that we have no role or 
responsibility and that all we can do is conduct our dealings through the 
Inited States and accept U.S. conditions and solutions with which we have 
had ample experience and which we have come to know very well. The only 
result is complete and unconditional subordination to the United States and 
submission to its ally, Israel. 


The statement contradicts the posicy of neutrality and nonalignment which the 
government and the president claim to be the cornerstone of our foreign policy. 
A clear indication of the departure from this policy is the tour which, it has 
been announced, the president will make of eight states. The tour excludes 
India, the biggest and most important nonaligned country in Asia, as well 

as the Soviet Union and the socialist camp states which constitute half of 

the world. 
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At that same press conference, President Mubarak said that our enemies do 
not want the Arab nation te unite. He did not name those enemies. We, 
however, know from experience and from our present state of affairs that 
our enemies are the United States, Israel and Zionism. We have a right to 
ask the president of the republic to specify who the enemies are in his 
opinion so that we will all know whether 100 percent of the cards are in 
the hands of the United States or 100 percent of the responsibility for the 
aggression and the problems of our nation and people falls on the shoulders 
of the United States.

[Excerpts] Alexandria--Egyptian opposition leaders have declared that all 
efforts must be geared toward boycotting all U.S. interests and Israeli 
goods and stopping all dealings with Israel. Ibrahim Shukri, Khalid Muhyi 
al-Din, Shaykh Ahmad al-Mahallawi, Mahmud al-Qadi, ‘Adil "Id, and 

Muhammad ‘Id have emphasized that the struggle and historic steadfastness 
of the Palestinian resistance and the Lebanese national movement in Beirut 
will inflame the feelings and arouse the enthusiasm of the Arab people and 
will prompt them to rise and impose their will on their rulers who are 
suppressing this will and ruling them with steel and fire. 





This was during a rally held on Wednesday in front of the Socialist Labor 
Party [SLP] headquarters in Alexandria in support of the Palestinian and 
Lebanese peoples. The rally was organized by the support committee in 
Alexandria and was attended by 3,000 people. 


Speaking at the rally, SLP leader Engineer Ibrahim Shukri said: The plots 
being hatched for this region are extremely serious. It is not merely a 
question of the 8,000 fighters besieged in West Beirut. It is a case of 
all the people besieged everywhere by unlimited Zionist ambitions. Their 
goal is still a greater Israel extending from the Nile to the Euphrates. 
Today they are trying to fulfill this ambition by exploiting Arab divisions 
and Egypt's isolation from its Arab nation. The present circumstances, 
created by the Camp David agreements, are suitable and will never recur. 


The SLP leader criticized the attitude of the Egyptian Government, which is 
content to just address itself to the third partner, the United States, 
and nope that this partner will one day change its position. 


He said: At the beginning of the Israeli aggression against Lebanon we 
declared that we must make Israel realize that for every position it takes 
there would be a counterposition by us, so that Israel would not exceed 

its limits and wreak havoc in the region, thus exploiting Egypt's neutrali- 
zation and absence from the area. However, the Egyptian Govenrment did 

not do that. 
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Engineer Ibrahim Shukri also said: The United States is behind this 
abominable aggression against the Palestinian and Lebanese people. It is 
the mastermind, the dynamo and the source of funds for all the Zionist 
designs aimed at subjugating the Arab region, exploiting its wealth and 
humiliating its people. This is why all efforts must be directed toward 
boycotting the United States in the region. We must make it feel the danger 
and realize that it has miscalculated and that the Egyptian people and all 
the Arab people have the weapon with which to fight these designs. This 
weapon is a boycott of everything American, Israeli and Zionist. The rulers 
must make it possible for the people to express their will, their rejection 
and their freedom of decision. 


He concluded: Let what has happened in Beirut mark the beginning of a sound 
course, God willing. The only way we know is the way of the people. Let 

the steadfastness of your brothers in Beirut be the torch that will illuminate 
your way. When we tell you to boycott all U.S. interests, Israeli trade 

and all forms of dealings with the United States and Israel we mean that 

this is the beginning of the road. The Arab people's awakening will come in 
the end. God is greater and long live the people. 


Khalid Muhyi al-Din, secretary general of the National Progressive Unionist 
Grouping Party [NPUGP], also spoke. He said that the picture is clear to the 
Egyptian and Arab masses and does not require analysis or scrutiny. He added: 
The Palestinian and Lebanese people are being massacred daily with the American 
war machine used by Israel while all the Arab regimes without exception look 

on as spectators and the Arab people are unable to move. The Palestinian 
resistance and the Lebanese national movement have been standing fast for more 
than 2 months now against the biggest war machine the Middle East has ever 
known, 


The NPUGP secretary general added: We are not against peace and we are not 
against negotiation but we reject dictated peace and negotiations on U.S.- 
Israeli terms. The truth is that there is a U.S.-Israeli strategy. This 
strategy's aim is to control and dictate to the Arab nation. This strategy 
began in Egypt in 1975 with the economic open-door policy, the investment laws 
and the undermining of democracy under the banner of democracy. This is why 
it was necessary to build a real Egyptian popular movement as an answer to 
what has happened in Lebanon and to extend support to the Palestinian and 
Lebanese people. Indeed, the Egyptian people have proved that the Egyptian 
national movement is well. They have rallied in support of the Palestinian 
and Lebanese people. The Egyptian national movement was the first movement 
in the Arab world to send a shipload of supplies to Beirut. The value and 
cargo of the ship are not important. What is important is the moral value 
reflecting support and solidarity. 


Shaykh Ahmad al-Mahallawi delivered a short speech in which he said: My long 
detention and the fact that I have been out of prison only 2 weeks have prevented 
me from following the Lebanon events from the beginning. However, all this does 
not prevent us from trying to know our enemies today as Muslims and as Arabs. 

Our enemies are the United States, Israel and our feeble Arab rulers who place 
obstacles in the way of the Islamic and Arab people and prevent them from 

waging God's holy war.

SPANISH MINISTER ON ECONOMIC TIES WITH EGYPT

[Text] Cairo, 24 Aug (MENA)--Spanish Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of 
Economy and Commerce Juan Antonio Garcia Diez has stressed that President 
Husni Mubarak is carrying out a fundamental role in the current efforts to 
solve the serious Middle East problems and added that Mubarak is a clever 
and active person. 


In an interview, granted to MENA before leaving Cairo, Garcia Diez said that 
his visit to Egypt was useful and successful. He said that his meeting with 
the president and Egyptian officials had left an excellent impression. He 
expressed the hope that the exchange of visit by officials of the two 

countries would be increased so as to contribute toward consolidating the 
relations and promoting the cooperation. Garcia Diez said in this respect 

that he invited defense and war production minister Field Marshal ‘Abd al-Halim 
Abu Ghazalah to visit Madrid and that a date for the visit will be fixed later. 


He noted that President Mubarak's meeting with the officials in Madrid during 
his forthcoming visit to Spain in December would contribute to supporting the 
efforts being made on the international arena for reaching a solution of the 
Middle East crisis. 


He said that Spain is exerting every effort for this, proceeding from its good 
and firm relations with the Arab nation and the desire that the Middle East 
area enjoy stability. 


Regarding the role which Spain is expected to assume for reaching a solution 
of the Middle East question, while taking into consideration the fact that 
no diplomatic relations exist between Spain and Israel, the Spanish deputy 
prime minister said: Although we have no relations with Israel, we are 
exerting utmost efforts in the security council to secure approval of 
resolutions aimed at avoiding further deterioration in the situation. 


He added: Moreover, we believe that it is necessary to recognize Israel's 
right to exist and to grant the Palestinians the rights of self-determination 
and establishing their homeland. 
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Asked whether Spain believes the PLO to be the sole representative of the 
Palestinians in the negotiations, he said: This is a question which must be 
determined by the Palestinians who could elect their representatives. 


On economic cooperation between Egypt and Spain, Garcia Diez outlined that 
the total trade for 1983, 1984 and 1985 amounts to $180 million, including 
supplies [words indistinct] although the volume specified in the protocol 
signed between the two countries amounts to $1 billion. 


He noted that in 1982 Egypt will receive $400 million worth of components 
which had been contracted before. 


On the possibility of increasing Egyptian exports to Spain to rectify the 
deficit in the trade balance, the deputy prime minister said: we expressed 
our desire to the Egyptian side to obtain natural gas when Egypt's circum- 
stances permit. This will not be instantaneous but we will hold more talks 
in this respect. 


Answering a question regarding Spain's anticipated membership in the EEC in 
1984, after it joined NATO this year, while taking into consideration certain 
existing differences between the EEC and the United States and whether this 
would affect the cooperation between Spain and the Latin American countries, 
Garcia Diez said: our joining NATO positively contributes to consolidating 
its security in view of our important position in Western Europe and our 
joining NATO opens the way for a broader cooperation than before when we 

were linked with the United States by a bilateral defense agreement. 


He atfirmed that Spain joining NATO would not affect its relations with 
the Latin American countries with whom there are no defense relations. 


On the trade and economic aspect, he said: our joining the EEC would not have 

a negative effect on trading with the Latin American countries. On the contrary, 
we would be better able to convey to the EEC the problems and difficulties facing 
the Latin American countries. 


The Spanish deputy prime minister concluded his statements by saying: I hope 


that I will be given another opportunity soon to visit Egypt for which I have 
a profound feeling.

[Interview with former Egyptian Foreign Minister Dr Isma'il Fahmi by 
Sana’ al-Sa'id: "Egypt Must Restore Relations With the Soviet Union"-- 
date and place not given] 


[Excerpts] [Question] Some circles believe that the original aim of the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon was the complete elimination and destruction of 
the PLO prior to containing the Palestinians in the West Bank and Gaza to 
pave the way for the fulfillment of the Israeli dream of absorbing the West 
Bank and Gaza into a greater Israel. 


[Answer] As I have already said, the Israeli military campaign has only led 
to the rebirth of the Palestinian Revolution. The bitter truth is that the 
aim of this Israeli invasion was not only the destruction of Yasir ‘Arafat 
and the slaughter of children. Israel's aim was also to reach Beirut and 
demand the formation of a certain Lebanese government, and this is a part 

of a much deeper strategy. 


[Question] What is this strategy and who is behind it? 


[Answer] It is a U.S. strategy implemented by Israel in the region. Its 
objective is to create a political triangle with Israel at its head and 
Lebanon and Egypt as its wings. It seeks U.S. political and military pro- 
liferation in the area. This is the logic of the new philosophy behind the 
U.S. policy in this part of the world, which is behind the setting up of 

the U.S. Rapid Deployment Force to help the U.S. friends in the Middle East 
and in the Gulf, or in other words, to control the region and inherit it from 
those who have no right to bequeath it in the first place. 


[Question] What you have just said is no more than mere personal interpreta- 
tion and analysis which lacks evidence. 


[Answer] All the facts and moves in Lebanon and at the international and Arab 
levels indicate this is a U.S.-Israeli plan. Israeli Foreign Minister Shamir 
confirmed this when he said the following, verbatim: "Ever since Israel was 
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born the United States and Israel have customarily held consultations and 
exchanged information, but the invasion of Lebanon and the policy we are 
implementing in Lebanon are in their totality part of a plan which was first 
submitted to and then fully agreed upon with Washington before implementation." 
[Question] The Israeli officials’ statements were probably not based on 

facts and were more for propaganda than anything else. 


[Answer] It is not only Israeli officials’ statements. If you examine all 
U.S. contacts and offers, its attitude at the Security Council and Reagan's 
statements you will realize the United States is involved in the operation 
to the maximum degree. Haig"s dismissal from the State Department should 
be seen in this context. Haig did not resign, he was expelled. 


[Question] Although it has been said that George Shultz has introduced a 

new tone favoring dialogue and sympathy with the Arabs, the past few weeks 
have shown that U.S. policy remains basically unchanged and the U.S. role 

remains insufficient, inadequate and ambiguous. 


[Answer] In order to be able to understand what is going on we should realize 
that there is no U.S. policy for the settlement of the Palestine question and 
the establishment of a comprehensive and just peace. The reason is that the 
key to a settlement is the setting up of a Palestinian state by granting the 
Palestinian people their right to self-determination which is in conflict with 
Israeli objectives and therefore does not serve U.S. objectives. 


[Question] Is this why the United States appears to be unable to influence 
the course of events and to be a side which discusses the handling of the 
various crises but does not make firm decisions on the main problem in the 
Middle East? 


[Answer] I repeat, there is no U.S. policy. The U.S. policy on the Middle East 
is the Israeli policy. Furthermore, U.S. decisions regarding U.S. moves are 
made in Tel Aviv not in Washington. The best proof of this is that Reagan 
through great pressure, foiled the French-Egyptian draft resolution at the 
Security Council despite the fact that it contained nothing new. 


[Question] What can Egypt do, more than it has already done? 


[Answer] To be effective Egypt must regain its strength and political power. 
This will not happen unless it makes clear and specific decisions. It should 
not do what many Arab states are doing. A genuine Egypt should not just 

repeat slogans and indulge in rhetoric. It should not use slogans for local 
consumption. Egypt is completely different from the Arab world in its ability, 
illumination and control of the course of events, and also in its power to 
maintain a constructive balance. Egypt is the only country in this strategic 
part of the world that can play the game of nations well. This is why Egypt 
must build complete bridges with the Arab world. This can only be achieved 
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with decisions, not visits. Egypt must also restore diplomatic relations 

with the Soviet Union. Israel and the big powers would take account of an 
Egypt full of vitality and strength. If Egypt digests all these facts and 
begins to follow a clear and leading political line it will definitely 

be able to directly influence events in the region. 


[Question] How can Egypt alone handle the conflict between the two superpowers 
in the region? 


[Answer] It has happened before. We saw how the Soviet attitude toward Egypt 
changed as a result of the lesson the Soviets learned from the Egyptian 
leadership when it expelled their experts. If what I say happens then the 
United States will change its attitude and be more respectful toward Egypt. 

If the Arab world sees that Egypt is decisive, is influencing Arab politics 

and activities and is trying to be influenced by them and to understand then, 
and if it tries to absorb the oddities around it, then Egyptian-Arab solidarity 
will be achieved and become a reality and the peace process will begin. 


[Question] In view of the laws of the jungle applied by Israel in the region, 
Arab divisions and the American nonchalance, how could the Palestine question 
be resolved in this tense atmosphere? 


[Answer] Now that the situation in Lebanon is taking shape, and the PLO has 
stood fast against the oppressive Israeli aggression, and the Palestinians 
have done honor to the entire Arab world and to all strugglers everywhere, 

I think that, if we believe that peace in the area depends on the settlement 
of the Palestinian question, which is the key to war or peace and stability 
in the region, then a new kind of international conference should be held. 
Its discussions should be confined to the Palestine question, the future of 
the Palestinian people, and their right to self-determination and peaceful 
coexistence in the area. Unlike others, I do not call for an international 
confe ence to discuss the Middle East question and peace in the Middle East 
as a whole. I am for the kind of special conference I have mentioned, because 
if we solve the main problem there will be no other problems thereafter. 

I do not expect Israel to welcome my suggestion. It will categorically reject 
it because it does not want to deal with the heart of the matter.

SPLIT WITH TUDEH PARTY TERMED 'PURE PROPAGANDA‘ 
London IRAN PRESS SERVICE in English No 83, 4 Aug 82 pp 3-4 


[Text] The ruling clerics in Iran have recently begun to leak news of a series 
of raids on Tudeh Party leaders and offices. These reports are not broadcast by 
Tehran radio but occasionally appear in the regime's least readable newspaper 
SOBH-E-AZADEGAN. English speaking agents of the regime cleverly "leak" out 
reports to their foreign correspondents about the regime's "quiet" crackdown on 
the Tudeh. 





The whole operation is designed, in the view of Iranian observers, to achieve a 
twofold objective--to impress on Western governments and political groups that 
the mullahs are anti-Soviet, and to appease the more conservative, fundamental- 
ist mullahs who are wary of the free hand the Tudeh party enjoys on the politi- 
cal scene. The mullahs know only too well that their conservative colleagues, 
especially followers of Khomeyni's supporter Ayatollah Golpayegani, are more 
likely to believe reports of the crackdown on communists when they are related 
by the Western media rather than the mullah-controlled media in Tehran. 





Though Khomeyni has recently begun to mention the Soviets occasionally in his 
speeches, other leaders such as Khamene'i and Rafsanjani are particularly care- 
ful not to say anything that could antagonise the Soviet Union, it is pointed 
out. 


In any case, it seems the mullahs are worried about their close cooperation with 
the communist countries. More specifically they do not want to give exiled 
opposition groups the advantage of being the only opponents of communism. 


In a show trial recently of a group described as royalists, the army prosecutor, 

as reported by the newspaper ETTELA'AT, asked one of the defendants why he had 

opposed the Islamic republic. He said it was because he believed Russian agents 
in the garb of the Tudeh were running the country. 


"Can you identify any members of the Tudeh in the Islamic administration?" asked 
the prosecutor, as reported by ETTELA'AT. The accused simply kept quiet. 


Few people have been fooled by such public relations stunts, except, perhaps, 
for the hezbollahis. But the mullahs feel they have been able to convince the 
Western media of their anti-communist stance and measures. 
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The truth is that the Tudeh does not have to place its well-known members in 
key positions, for it is widely believed that some of the prominent members of 
the mullahcracy are covert Soviet agents. Mussavi Khoyinia, who is not being 
reelected as deputy Majlis speaker, is a young mullah who achieved fame during 
the U.S. hostages drama; he is widely regarded not as a Tudeh member but as a 
direct Soviet agent. His brother was Kazi Asgar (military chaplain) to the 
armed forces of the Soviet-backed separatist movement of Pishevari in Azarbaijan 
in 1945-46. This highly ambitious mullah is a prime mover in peddling anti- 
American propaganda, but he has never said a single bad word against the 
Soviets. Though he is no longer a deputy speaker in the Majlis, he is still 

a top figure in the mullahcracy. 


Another figure who is considered a covert Moscow agent, though not a Tudeh men- 
ber, is Habib Peyman, dentist and former member of the Mardom Iran Party. Peyman, 
too, was one of the key elements in the hostage drama, His association with the 
Mardom Iran Party has given him Islamic credentials because that party had mixed 
socialist ideals with Islamic tenets. Now he is a real communist, with the 
difference that instead of the word "people" he uses the word "God." He claims 
that all means of production belong to God and that people exercise ownership 
over means of production in a communal manner on behalf of God. 





Peyman has a small group of about 500 activists who are placed in key positions, 
especially in the construction crusade and Bassij. They spread his communist 

i around the schools, rural areas and factories. He himself has no govern- 
ment position but is very influential. 


Jalaleddin Farsi, who is the leading figure in the Islamic Republican Party and 
its first candidate for presidency, was a known member of the Tudeh Party in 
Mashad in 1951-53. He then disappeared from view for nearly 10 years, then 
surfaced in one of the Palestinian training camps, and finally worked closely 
with Mojahedin terrorists before the revolution. His background was so dubious 
that the IRP had to drop him as candidate for presidency in 1980. Today he is 
the real power in the IRP, and president Khamene'i carries out his directions 
in the administration. 


Many more communist elements are found in the lower echelons of the administra- 
tion. But what is important is the way the Khomeyni regime governs Iran; it 
seems to be all but in name a Stalinist system--the police state in which every 
citizen is turned into a spy for the regime, in which all individual liberties 
are denied and people are forced to give not only their bodies but also their 
souls to the regime. 


In its foreign policy the regime also follows a pro-Soviet line. Its constant 
anti-American propaganda is bound to be ia the interests of the Soviet Union. 
Additionally it has close ties with such Soviet client states as South Yemen, 
Cuba, North Korea, East Germany and many others. 


Finally, the Khomeyni regime has performed valuable services for the Soviet 
Union--one is its policy of putting Islam in the service of communism and the 
second its policy of destabilising the Persian Gulf region. 
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Of the two, the first is very important. For long religion was considered as 

a formidable barrier against communism; now, thanks to Khomeyni, Islam in Iran 
has been takenover by communism from within. Not only is Islam no longer a bar- 
rier against communism, but it has been turmedinto a vehicle for the propagation 
and advancement of communism. As the saying goes in Tehran, Comrade Kianouri 
has been turned into Ayatollah Kianouri, but he is still the secretary general 
of one of the most obedient (to Moscow) communist parties in the world.

KURDISH DEMOCRATIC PARTY REPORTEDLY ON RUN

[Text] The authorities in Tehran have scored some important successes in their 
battle against followers of the Kurdish Democratic Party led by Abdel-Rahman 
Ghassemloo, according to reports from Western Iran. These indicate that armed 
followers of the KDP have retreated to their hideouts in high ground near the 
Iraqi border. 


In the latest encounter last week, the Tehran media claimed at least 100 armed 
members of KDP killed and 500 wounded. But the mullah-controlled media did not 
say whether the regular army or revolutionary militia were engaged on the gov- 
ernment side. 


According to reliable sources it seems several units of revolutionary guards, 
backed by light artillery, mounted a push against the armed groups of the KDP 
in the Sardasht region. Later loyal Kurd‘sh irregulars were sent in to mop up. 





The army is also reported to have made it its business to clean up the area of 
Iraqi agents and of those Kurdish groups who have identified themselves as 
separatists. It is believed that the main body of the Kurds have dissociated 
themselves from the KDP because of the party leadership's separatist stand. 
Tribal chiefs had already warned Ghassemloo's representatives that their 
separatist leftist slogans would alienate the KDP from the other Kurdish opposi- 
tion groups. 


Pan-I[ranist party spokesmen in Istanbul and Germany have also warned the KDP 

against close cooperation with the Iraqi security forces. Many Kurds in Sar- 
dasht, Piranshahr and Naghdeh are members of the Pan-Iranist movement. They 

oppose the Iraqis as vehemently as they hate Khomeyni. They are also opposed 
to the KDP's alleged links with Moscow. 


It was probably the divisions within the Kurdish ranks which weakened their 
resolve to hold out against the government advance. The KDP‘s marxist and 
separatist slogans have angered not only Pan-Iranists but also the followers 
of Kurdish theologian Ezzedin Hossaini. 


A member of the Shakkak clan has glamed Khomeyni for the divisions in the ranks 
of the Kurds. He was quoted as saying that Khomeyni was a master of the policy 
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ot divide and rule. He was also reported to have said that Khomeyni was able 
to convince the army that the KDP was dangerous and that it was the army's duty 
to deal with it. 


Just how far the KDP rank and file is fully in favour of Ghassemloo's separa-~ 
tist and marxist policies is not known. Responsible Kurdish politicians ir 
Tehran say that the ordinary members of KDP are not really interested in any 
particular ideology. They stress that only leaders like Ghassemloo and his 
aides talk about ideology and separatism, while the ordinary Kurdish fighters 
love their guns and have adjusted to a lifestyle of fighting and moving from 
one hideout to another.

"RED MULLAH' TO LEAD HAJJ TO MECCA . 
London IRAN PRESS SERVICE in English No 84, 11 Aug 82 pp 2-3 


[Text] Ayatollah Khomeyni astounded observers of the Iranian scene last week by 
appointing Mohammad Mussavi Khoyinia, who is widely referred to as Iran's "Red 
mullah,"” as his personal representative and leader of the Iranian pilgrims' 
caravan to Mecca this year. Originally Majid Moadikhah was to lead the Mecca 
pilgrims, as he did last year. But since he resigned as minister of Islamic 
guidance he also lost the honour of leading Iranians on the Haj pilgrimage. 


Khoyinia is considered a hardline leftist who, along with two deputy ministers 

at the foreign ministry (Azizi and Shaikh-of-Eslam) and Habib Peyman, carried 

out the operation which took the American diplomats hostage in 1979. His speeches 
were so hostile to America and the West that Tudeh members used to reprint and 
distribute them. So he was given the title of "the mullah with the red turban." 


In 1980 he was elected as Islamic Republican Party candidate from Tehran and 
upon going to the Majlis was made deputy speaker. Last July, during the first 
mid-term presidium election, he was reelected as deputy speaker. But last month 
he was suddenly dropped from this position. This gave rise to speculation that 
the conservative faction was forcing the blatantly pro-Soviet mullahs out of the 
limelight. Indeed, his ouster as deputy speaker coincided with a publicised 
crackdown on Tudeh Party cells, and rumours had it that the red mullah, too, 

had been put in jail. 


It was against this background that suddenly on August 5, Tehran Radio announced 
that Khomeyni had appointed Khoyinia as his representative and the leader of 
Iranian Haj pilgrims. By the standards of the Islamic republic this is a high 
level position, equal to the rank of a senior cabinet minister. 


Even more astonishing is the text of Khomeyni's letter to his red mullah. In 
this letter Khomeyni instructs him to expand and explain the political impor- 
tance of the Haj pilgrimage, stressing that "reactionary" regimes were trying 
to turn the pilgrimage to Mecca into a purely religious affair. Khomeyni says 
in his letter that the pilgrimage's political dimension was much more important 
than the rituals surrounding it. Last year hand-picked hezbollahis and profes- 
sional agitators were sent to Saudi Arabia at government expense as pilgrims. 
They took with them subversive propaganda material and pictures of Khomeyni to 
distribute among other pilgrims. Their agitation caused a major uproar between 
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Saudi officials and Moudikhah, who led the team. Moadikhah was praised for his 
"Islamic" work by Khomeyni and was placed in charge of foreign propaganda. 


Now Khoyinia is expected to make even more trouble than his predecessor. It 
remains to be seen how the Saudi authorities will deal with the most notorious 
agent-provocateur in Khomeyni's camp. 


This year most of the Iranians who.are going to Mecca are relatives of the teen- 
agers who were killed in the war. The regime is using such occasions as privi- 
leges to be showered on the families of the martyrs, paying all the expenses. 
They have received training and instruction in how to spread propaganda for 
Khomeyni and the revolution and against the Saudi regime. 





Meanwhile, a number of bonafide pilgrims may also be allowed to go as well as 
some favourite mullahs. They will all have to obey Khoyinia. Khomeyni's letter 
is explicit enough when he says that everybody and every office which has some- 
thing to do with the pilgrimage affair must fully and unequivocally obey "Hojja- 
tolislam Khoyinia." The letter puts Khoyinia's authority above dispute. 


Khomeyni seems to be aware of Khoyinia's reputation as a "red mllah." He is 
also aware of recent rumours that there has been a power struggle between pro- 
Soviet and other mullahs. So in his letter Khomeyni specifically instructs Kho- 
yinia to campaign on behalf of the heroic peoples of the Lebanese, Iranian and 
Afghanistan among others who come on pilgrimage. It is a measure of Khomeyni's 
calculated cynicism to send a figure so associated with atheistic communism to 
the holiest of Muslim shrines to campaign for the brave Muslims who have fallen 
‘victim to the communist aggression in Afghanistan. 


But perhaps Khomeyni's most clever move is to place devout Muslims who are 
allowed to go on the pilgrimage under the leadership of one of the least quali- 
fied mullahs. Not only is he very junior among the clerics (even by Islamic 
standards) but he is also morally suspect. To place older and more senior 
clerics under this fiery, very vocal mullah on a mission as important as that 
to Mecca seems to involve the risk of turning many mullahs against Khomeyni. 


Certainly some Iranian merchants living abroad who planned to go to Mecca this 
year may change their minds. One Iranian merchant in Hamburg told IPS that he 
recalled Khoyinia in 1949-50 as a communist sympathiser. His family, though 

a well-known clerical one, was known to be under the influence of the Tudeh 
Party and its Azerbaijan sister organisations.

MUSAVI OUTLINES ANTI-SAUDI PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN

[Text] Prime Minister Hossein Mussavi has told a group of journalists that the 
Persian Gulf emirates are loosening their ties with the United States because 
they are afraid of Iran. 


"You could say that Kuwait, Qatar and the United Arab Emirates are now moving 

under one influence," Mussavi was reported to have told a briefing for Iranian 
journalists. He was confident that Iran under Khomeyni's leadership was much 

more formidable than the Iran led by the Shah. 


"You should say that the stupid Shah unsuccessfully tried to be an unpaid police- 
man for America and England in the Persian Gulf," he said. "On the other hand 

we have successfully established our supremacy over the Gulf and the other side, 
and are booting America out.” 


Mussavi was quoted as saying, however, that the Saudi regime was still a hard 
nut to crack. He believed the top brass of Saudi society were arrogant, confi- 
dent and corrupt. He told the journalists they should use Islam as a weapon 

to destabilise Saudi society and weaken the Saudi royal family's self-confidence. 


Mussavi, who was talking to journalists at an informal session last week in 
Mashad, advised them to devote more time to serious research work to find evi- 
dence in Islamic texts against the institution of monarchy and to use such evi- 
dence to bring under question the legitimacy of the status of the Saudi royal 
family as custodians of the Kaaba in Mecca. 


He believed educated and modern Arabs would be susceptible to such propaganda 


in the same way as educated Iranians in 1978-79 accepted “our campaign against 
the legitimacy of the Shah."

MORE KEY MOJAHEDIN-E KHALQ LEADERS BELIEVED KILLED 
London IRAN PRESS SERVICE in English No 84, 11 Aug 82 p 3-4 


[Text] Independent observers believe that the regime has been able to deal seri- 
ous blows to what was left of the Mojahedin-e-Khalq organisation in Iran after 
its last campaign against the organisation. The security chiefs of the regime 
last week claimed to have discovered more than 30 hideouts of the Mojahedin and 
they had killed 60 of its leading activists. 


Among those dead was the son of one of the most autocratic and cruel figures in 
the regime, Evin prison militia boss and judge, Mohammadi-Gailani. He was 
bitterly opposed to his father, sources said. 


A lawyer with Mojahedin connections told IPS last week that the latest swoop 
on the Mojahedin was as effective as the one which led tothe death of Mussa 
Khiabani, the organisation's second-in-command a few months ago. The authori- 
ties last week showed off a vast arsenal of sophisticated arms and electronic 
gadgetry it claimed to have captured from the Mojahedin. 


"What is so surprising is the way these seemingly uneducated mullahs have been 
able to crack down on an organisation which has had so much sophistication in 
urban terrorism," a Tehran analyst said. 


There is a general assumption that some foreign intelligence groups have been 
helping the mullahs to track the Mojahedin down. Some say it is possible that 
the regime is receiving help from surviving members of the now-defunct Savak. 
Some Savak men managed to survive the onslaught leveled at them by the Mojahe- 
din in the early days of the revolution and many others fled Iran. It is also 
known that only lower-ranking Savak agents have so far agreed to cooperate with 
the present regime. 


Yet the former Savak men are sworn enemies of the Mojahedin and have good 
expertise in fighting them. Savak had already lost some of its agents in 
shoot-outs with the Mojahedin during the Shah's time and it is possible some 

of them are taking revenge on their former enemies by secretly exposing them to 
the mullahs, observers say. 


Already many rank and file members of the Mojahedin have "repented" under pres- 
sure from the regime's security forces. Some of those who joined the organi- 
sation because of Islamic idealism have now been converted into Khomeyni 
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activists, while those who joined it on its marxist ticket are being wooed by 
the Tudeh Party. 


Even more interesting, it seems, some activists have joined ultra-nationalists 
in Irandin and Sar-be-Daran terrorist organisations. In a daring attack two 
weeks ago on the headquarters of the revolutionary guards in Zanjan, 300 kilo- 
metres west of Tehran, Irandin activists were helped by armed "defectors" from 
the Mojahedin, it is reported. In the attack at least 50 guardsmen and a 
Majlis deputy, Muliah Yunis Erfani, were killed (Tehran papers claimed that 
Erfani and the guards were killed in a traffic mishap). [Iranian activists 
have been impressed by the quantity and sophistication of the weapons at the 
disposal of the Mojahedin defectors. 


Many of the Mojahedin's former rank and file who joined the organisation out of 
patriotism have begun to criticise the way they and other young people were en- 
couraged to battle blindly against Khomeyni's death squads. 


Meanwhile, the Tehran regime claimed to have smashed several cells of the Kar 
Party, who are anti-Moscow and anti-Peking communists.

MULLAHS EMBEZZLING PERsunaL SHARE OF OIL PROFITS 
London IRAN PRESS SERVICE in English No 84, 11 Aug 82 p 4 


[Text] According to a research paper compiled by Tehran University's purged 
professors, the mullahs have "appropriated" close to $200 million on sales of 
crude oil between March and June 1982. The researchers claim that two Iranian 
merchants based in the Bahamas, but living in Spain and London, have received 
$25 million in commissions, which must be added to the original figure of $200 
million appropriated. 





The researchers keep track of the crude oil which the [Iranian government sells 
on the spot market. They have found out that the brokers are paid between 50 
and 60 cents a barrel in commission, but they provide receipts evidencing 

that their commission is three dollars. The balance is credited to the secret 
bank accounts of the mullahs, including Ahmad Khomeyni. 


It is believed that Ahmad Khomeyni's brother-in-law Sadegh Tabatabai handles 
most of the mullahs' dubious deals. He was a minister in Bazargan's cabinet 
and also ran for the presidency along with Bani-Sadr. But now he lives in 
West Germany as a businessman. 


According to the research paper, commissions on the sale of crude oil provide 
the lion's share of the money which top brass mullahs embezzle. Other mullahs 
are given a chance to lay their hands on revenues from the import trade and 
smuggling of foreign exchange. On an average, $100 million worth of foreign 
currency is traded every month on the black market on which dollars and sterling 
are sold at three times the official rate. Buyers are Iranian students’ parents 
who cannot get foreign currency from official channels

"SUSPENSION' OF IRAN-WEST GERMAN RELATIONS DISCUSSED

Ozma Montazeri and presented them to him. We hope the questions we studied 

in Germany, including the Iran Cultural House in Cologne and also the situation 
of patients going to Germany for medical treatment will be discussed with 

the proper authorities. 


"During this trip, we also visited Paris and contacted student brothers and 
the officials of the Embassy of Iran and we made some remarks to the Islamic 
Society in Paris and the honorable members of this society officially 
announced their affiliation with the Union of Islamic Societies in Europe. 
Since at the time of our arrival in Paris, Ayatollah Soduqi was martyred, a 
memorial service was held in the Iran Culture House and Algerian, Moroccan, 
Afghan, Egyptian, Iraqi and Turkish brothers participated. Then, we went 
to London to study the situation of student brothers in England. We had 
several meetings with them regarding their problems and questions in order 
to create more harmony among all the student brothers. As a whole, this 
trip was very fruitful and productive." 


Regarding his contacts with other clergy and religious Islamic authorities 
of the nations in Europe he said: "I have to state that generally, the 
Islamic revolution of Iran has opened the way to the hearts of all truth 
lovers and contrary to the wishes of the enemies of our revolution, has 
passed from the borders of Iran and is exported to the Islamic countries 
and even non-Islamic countries with Muslim residents. 
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"The interesting point in this trip was the desire of non-Iranian students 
to travel to Iran and attend the Qom theological School for the study of 
religion. 


"In France, 1/7 girl and boy students, the majority from Paris, declared their 
desire and we have discussed this matter with Ayatollah Montazeri and it was 
agreed that arrangements for their trip to Iran will be done. One of the 
Austrian brothers also came to Iran with us and is ready to go to Qom to 
continue his studies. It is the duty of concerned clergy, with continuous 
presence in such countries, to perceive these worthy investments as each of 
them in the future could influence a great part of the non-Islamic nations 
with their genuine and correct preaching. To take the students out of the 
countries is actually to realize that the genuine clerg, are concerned about 
them." 


In conclusion he said: "The other effective matter was the encouragement 
of the students to continue their studies and remind them that the main 
task is to continue their education and not just combat the counterrevolu- 
tionary groups. I said explicitly to Ayatollah Ozma Montazeri that if the 
clergy does not pay special attention to the Muslim students, in coming 
years, we have to expect instead of one Qobtzadeh, the return of a hundred 
Qobtzadehs and Bani-Sadrs in Islamic Iran." 


Then Seyyed Mohammad Kiavosh, the representative of the people of Ahvaz, 
who also participated in this trip said: "We participated in a seminar 
for the commemoration of the martyrs of the calamity of 28 June at the 
invitation of the Union of the Islamic Societies of Students in Europe." 


He appreciated the difficult work of the present board of directors of the 
Union in holding the meetings and in performing the ideological publicity 
and said: "In this seminar, the principles of the Islamic revolution and 
the fruitful factors and its stability were discussed and in our meetings 
we were informed of the problems of each brother student and now we are 
busy trying to resolve those problems.” 


Kiavosh, in extending his taik, appreciated the student members of the 
Union oft the islamic Secieties in Europe for combatting the counterrevolu- 
tionaries and condemned the West German police for their brutality against 
these beloved, and explained the details of the arrest and torture of 
these students and said: ‘They are imprisoned for following the Islamic 
Republic and the leaders of the Islamic revolution; since they were not 
willing to turn away from their imam, the German police, fearful of the 
expansion of demands for justice, arrested 86 of the best Islamic children 





and imprisoned them. But I must clearly say that in the same manner that 
Saddan dug his own grave by attacking Iran, the German Government, which 
is in a situation where its economy is on the brink of bankruptcy and its 


productive sources and industries are facing bankruptcy one after another, 
by arresting our youth and deporting 21 of them from Germany by the order 
of a Zionist judge, is driving the German nation to a dangerous course." 


He added: "The question which is worthy of consideration is that the govern- 
ment of Iran, by closing its delegation in Germany, proved how much it values 
its revolutionary Muslim challenger.”

DETERIORATION OF IRAN-FRG RELATIONS AFTER EXPULSION OF STUDENTS 
‘Punishment’ of West German Government

[Text] The expulsion of 16 Iranian Muslim students from the FRG indicates 
the fascist nature of that country's government. With their hostile action 
against the Muslim revolutionary people of Iran, FRG officials, who are 
divided among themselves and at odds with one another, and are incapable of 
making logical decisions, must now answer many questions posed by their peo- 
ple as well as by other nations. 


More than anything, the people of the FRG ask their incompetent and weak- 
minded leaders: 


"Is the support of royalists and other oppositions and small anti-revolution- 
ary groups, who are rejected by the people a blemish on the FRG? Is opposi- 
tion to the world's most revolutionary aud self-dependent people, who do not 
bow to any power, an insult to the Gerran people? Is this not shameful ac- 
tion against the will and the wishes of the majority of the German people who 
support the Islamic revolution of Iran?" 


Joining the German people, questions asked by other people from FRG are as 
follows: 


"Are these decisions made by the feeble-minded West German government under 
the pressure of the great satan, the world-devouring United States of America? 
Under such circumstances does not this lack of independence in policy making 
make the FRG totally dependent on the United States? Is it in the interest 

of the German nation for its government to prefer relations with one or a few 
small groups, who will never have a place among their people, to that of rela- 
tions with the people of Iran, one of the most, independent and revolutionary 
in the world? Aside from its political aspects, is this action economically 
wise for a government whose interest lies in having continuous good economic 
relations with other nations?" 


Considering the recent action by the FRG, there is no doubt that it should be 
punished by the Iranian nation. For that reason, while strongly supporting 
the decision by the foreign ministry of the government of the Islamic Republic 
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oft [ran to close down its diplomatic mission in FRG in protest against the 
unjust and unwise decision of the fascist government, we suggest:

2. The expelled students be invited to take part in radio and television 
programs to describe to local and foreign media reporters the behavior of the 
fascist government of West Germany and the torture they experienced while in 
prisons in that country. They should also give details about the censor by 
the FRG of the reports concerning them and the Islamic revolution and the mis- 
treatment of L[ranian nationals as well as the German supporters of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran by the police of fascist FRG. 


'Suspension' of Relations 
Tehran JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in Persian 3 Jul 82 p 2 


[Text] Further actions, particularly economic, is possible if FRG does not 
change its treatment of Iranian nationals. 


Diplomatic relations between Iran and FRG have been suspended. In making the 
announcement [ranian ambassador in Bonn, Mehdi Navab, said the action was the 
initial reaction of the Islamic Republic to the expulsion of the Muslim Ira- 
nian students and their arrest by the German police. 


According to the ISLAMIC REPUBLIC NEWS AGENCY in Bonn, Ambassador Navab told 
a news conference that in protest to the expulsion and arrest of Iranian stu- 
dents the embassy and all consulates of the Islamic Republic of Iran in West 
Germany will remain closed until further notice. He told newsmen that the 
decision reached by the preliminary court and its review had demonstrated 
that political motivations were involved and that the foreign ministry of the 
Islamic Republic of Iran deplores the fact that the judicial system of FRG 
could not function independently and that the decision against Iranian na- 
tionals was unfair and unilateral. He said that in one of its rulings on the 
expulsion of one of the students the court had declared there had been no evi- 
dence of his involvement in the incident but that he had openly confessed to 
have been one of the followers of Imam Khomeyni. It should be noted that be- 
tween 22 April and 21 May 1982 during a clash in the university town of Mainz 
between a group of anti-revolutionaries supported by the local police and a 
group of Islamic students some 86 supporters of the Islamic Republic of Iran 
were taken into custody, 17 of whom have been ordered to leave the country. 


Foreign Ministry Statement 


Follow:og the order of expulsion of the Iranian students, the foreign minis- 
try issved a statement declaring that diplomatic relations between Iran and 
FRG had been suspended. 


Following is the text of the statement regarding suspension of diplomatic re- 
iations between the two countries that was read by the Iranian ambassador in 
Bonn at his press conference: 
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"In the name of God, the merciful. The foreign ministry of the Islamic Repub- 
lic of Iran regrets the unjust and unilateral rulings of the courts in FRG 
against the Iranian nationals in that country. Nothing more could be expected 
from the courts which have succumbed to political pressure. Under these cir- 
cumstances, and in view of this unpleasant fact the Islamic Republic of Iran 
temporarily closes down its diplomatic mission in FRG and expects the FRG 
would clearly and explicitly announce its views regarding the accusation that 
the continued living of Iranian nationals in FRG was a threat to the interests 
and security of that country." 


Possibility of Further Actions 


Following the closing down of the Islamic Republic of Iran embassy in Bonn 
and the consulate offices in Hamburg and Berlin every radio and television 
station in FRG carried the report of the deterioration of relations between 
the two countries describing it as an Iranian protest to the expulsion of 
Iranian students by officials of the state of Rheinlands and their inhuman 
treatment by the German police. At the same time, a spokesman for the German 
foreign ministry said FRG wants to have friendly relations with Iran. 


The same report said that the embassy personnel had not yet been recalled 
back to Tehran and that the Iranian ambassador was awaiting for the FRG to 
clarify its position in connection with the expulsion of the students and is 
pressing that all the facts about the Mainz incident be made known. Accord- 
ing to the same report the West German Chamber of Commerce and Industry is 
confident that deterioration of diplomatic relations will not result in the 
breaking of trade and economic relations between the two nations. 


An informed source in Tehran expressed belief that if the FRG did not change 
its attitude towards Iranian nationals in that country and if the present 
trend continued further actions by Iran, especially in the economic field, 
was a possibility. He said he did not know much about the views expressed 
by the West German Chamber of Commerce and Industry but that any change in 
economic and trade relations between the two nations will have to be decided 
by proper authorities.

RELATIONS WITH YUGOSLAVIA REVIEWED 
Tehran IRAN PRESS DIGEST in English 18 Aug 82 pp 3-4 


[Text] Lt appears that following the victory in changing the venue of the 
nonaligned summit from Baghdad, the IRI officials have found an opportunity 

to review their ties with those member-states of this movement that were 
among the opponents. Among these governments, Yugoslavia has a specific 

place since till the last moments, it insisted on convening the nonaligned 
summit in Baghdad, and all efforts by IRI officials to bring about any shift 
in this policy had remained abortive. The daily ETTELA'AT, in its last week's 
editorial, while giving reasons for the Yugoslav Government's support of Iraq, 
says: "l. Yugoslavia is one of the biggest economic partners with the Zionist 
regime of Iraq .since (a) The volume of economic exchanges between them comes 
to 1.4 billion dollars (b) Nearly 20,000 Yugoslav personnel are already 
working in various Iraqi cities, and, in fact, among the protectors of the 
Saddam regime are these very agents of the scientific and anti-imperialist 
(!!) thoughts who believe in 'proletariat dictatorship.’ 2. Yugoslavia is 

one of the chief purchasers of the Iraqi oil. 3. We are already aware that 
Iraq has concluded a major agreement with "Sava-Center" (the center for 
convening conferences in Yugoslavia). This agreement was signed during the 
course of the Iraqi-imposed war, and the 'non-aligned' Yugoslavia, under 

the provisions of this agreement has been ‘committed’ to train several 

Saddami groups for properly holding the non-aligned summit. (ETTELA'AT, 

August [date indistinct]). 


According to close circles of Yugoslav Embassy, they are quite willing to have 
association with IRI government. However there is some misunderstanding that 
exists. 


At present, ties between IRI and Yugoslavia are normal, and there is under 
way an effective cooperation between them in the economic field, especially 
in respect of the commissioning of the Sarcheshmah Copper Complex. It is 
unlikely that this cooperation could be adversely affected by any displeasure 
over che Baghdad summit. There should however not be expected any increased 
expansion in the bilateral cooperation.

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PRESS BULLETIN COMMENTS ON NEW SOVIET AMBASSADOR 
Tehran IRAN PRESS DIGEST in English 18 Aug 82 p 4 


[Text] Last week, the new Soviet envoy to IRI presented his credential letter 
to President Khamenei (Aug. 10). In a speech on this occasion, the Soviet 
Ambassador, while referring to his country's support of the Iranian Revolution, 
said: "The Soviet Union firmly believes that it would also take all measures 
in future to consolidate friendly and good neighbourly ties with the IRI." 

He added: ‘We are of the view that there exist suitable prospects for further- 
ing cooperation between the two countries. (KAYHAN, August 11). 


Political observers are hopeful that arrival of the new Soviet envoy would 
do away with the cold attitude that has appeared in the mutual ties. Delay 
in the arrival of the new Soviet Ambassador to Iran was accompanied by some 
harsh comments made by some of the IRI officials and press in criticising 
the Soviet policy in the region which had led to some rumours on a shift in 
USSR policy vis-a-vis the revolutionary government of Iran. However, with 
the statement by the new envoy, these rumours have been brought to an end. 


Contrary to what is rumoured here, some of the Western publications believe that 
secret ties between IRI and USSR, unlike their apparent relations, are very 
cordial. The NEWSWEEK magazine, in its latest issue (August 9) has reported 
that the secret information, which the Soviets obtain on the movement of Iraqi 
troops through their space satellites is put at the disposal of Iran, and with 
the guarantee which they have given to Iran on the security of its northern 
frontiers, IRI has been able to move a major part of its troops from there to 
the warfront against Iraq. These rumours, which haven't been confirmed by 

IRI officials are apparently aimed at countering the ones that concern the 
use by the Iraqi military command of the information acquired by the Saudi 
AWACS radar planes. Circles clese to the Soviet Union also deny the rumours 
saying that the Soviet government has recently given T-72 tanks to Iraq. The 
Soviet mass communication media have toned down their harsh attitude towards 
IRI simultaneously with the arrival of the new envoy in Iran. In its last 
week's Persian program, Radio Moscow broadcast a series of talks on the 
support by the Soviet Union Socialist regime of the Muslims and Islamic and 
anti-imperialist movement so that it could answer the stories appearing in 
some of the IRI publications wherein they criticised the conservative Soviet 
policy in confronting the Israeli invasion of Lebanon.

A: At present, the policy that 
the Foreign Ministry follows is 
based upon the principle that the 
African countries should be 
treated with more respect. 

Naturally, the countries which 
have taken better positions 
toward: us, are given priority and 
promoting relations with them will 
be much easier and more fruitful 
in various aspects. 

Nigeria is among countries 
which have taken a relatively posi- 
tive position vis-a-vis the Islamic 


Republic and the Islamic Revolu- 
tion. At least it hasn’t cooperated 
with the international powers and 
dependent regimes against the 
Islamic Republic 
_ I think that Nigeria has much 
among the African 
countries and that the promotion 
of relations between the Islamic 
Republic and Nigeria can be very 
effective and in the interest of 
both countries towards indepen- 
dence, seif-sufficiency and culting 
the hands of international plun- 
derers off these two states. 
The Maslime Are One Ummah 
Q: What are the common 
and interests of the Muslim

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TRADE COOPERATION AGREEMENT SIGNED WITH SOUTH YEMEN

[Text] According to this agreement, goods produced in Iran will be exported 
to the Democratic Republic of Yemen. If both parties to the agreement 
consent, this agreement will be renewed yearly. 


Yesterday morning ‘Abd al-Qadir Bajammal, minister of industry and oil of the 
People's Democratic Republic of Yemen, who has come to Tehran as the head 

of an economic mission, met and conversed with Mr Habibollah '‘Asgar-Oladi, 
minister of commerce of our country. According to the report of the Islamic 
Republic News Agency, at the end of this meeting, which lasted 1 hour, a l-year 
agreement for trade cooperation between the two countries was signed. 


According to this agreement, goods produced in Iran will be exported to Yemen. 


It is also possible that the export of goods from the country of Yemen to Iran 
will be considered. Likewise, remembering that the country is presently 
engaged in an imposed war with the traitorous regime of Iraq, it is possible 
that the country may study the food, drug and chemical industries in agricul- 
ture and industry and export these types of products to the People's Democratic 
Republic of Yemen according to a detailed plan which will be drawn up. If 

both parties to the agreement consent, this agreement will be renewed yearly." 


Afterwards, regarding the objections to the discussions, 'Asgar-Oladi said, 
"My perception today under the present conditions is that the exchange of 
opinions and the interaction which takes place among the countries of the 
region, and which should take place, can draw us closer to a true and human 
independence containing no aspect of domination." 


He added, "In economic matters and trade between the two countries, our 
intention is not that we will sit down and bargain. Rather, we will together 
discuss our surplus goods. Through exporting the surpluses of each country 
to each other, we will eliminate the scarcities of each country so that both 
nations make advances in finding a better and more human way of life."

Asyar-Oladi added, "We praise the position of your country at a time of economic 
boycott and imposed war and we thank you for it." He said, "Although our 
nation is like a brother nation in relation to the brother nation of Yemen, 
until present, it has not been able to implement its responsibilities. But 

all efforts of the Islamic Republic of Iran have been towards obtaining release 
from the imposed war at the first opportunity so that we may serve our 

brother nations in the region." In a different section of his speech he said, 
"My idea is to send missions in order to encourage the export of goods from 
Yemen to our country. Of course, we will procure samples of those types of 
goods exported by you from other countries as well. But it would be best to 
obtain these types of goods from the People's Democratic Republic of Yemen." 


Then ‘Abd al-Qadir Bajammal in the course of the talk also declared, "I had 
hoped for such a meeting during earlier periods. The reason for the delay of 
this meeting was the idolatrous regime which was ruling over Iran." He added, 
"With the victory of the Islamic Revolution of Iran, the groundwork has been 
laid tor economic and political cooperation between the two countries. I 
hope that this relationship grows stronger day by day. King Maqbur wanted 

to take over possession of our country, but we knew that Iran supported us, 
and we knew that many persons in prison and outside of prison fought against 
him. As a result, the determination of the people grew stronger, and the 
people were victorious in the end. These two nations now have a tangible 
relationship, and I believe that this relationship will grow even stronger." 
He said, "The imperialists and the reactionary nations in the region have been 
bringing pressure to bear against the People's Democratic Republic of Yemen 
for about 130 years, but they lost hope. When imperialists lose hope they 
alter their strategy and begin to use economic pressure. You in your 

country were witnesses of this aim on the part of the American imperialists, 
but they failed in this strategy. It was a great experience that the 
perceptive and struggling people of Iran were able to resist the imperialist 
Americans and cause them to fail."

WOMEN NOT WEARING VEILS INDIRECTLY THREATENED BY CLERGYMAN

[Text] Esfahan--In his talks with the ISLAMIC NEWS AGENCY reporter, the spe- 
cial representative of the Imam in Esfahan, Ayatollah Taheri, expressed his 
views about reconstruction of the war regions and the role played by the peo- 
ple in it, the effect of the 28 June tragedy on the process of the Islamic 
Revolution, rebuilding of the universities, the issue of veils, conditions in 
government ministries and also dealing with various small groups. 


Speaking about the actions taken by the people of Esfahan in the rebuilding 

of the war-stricken areas, he said that in the reconstruction of the areas 
priority had been given to rural sections. He explained that after a careful 
review of the problem rural areas of Ahvaz had been given priority. He also 
said that the decision had been reported to the Imam and in view of the Imam's 
special attention and concern for the oppressed the action had had a special 
impact. 


The people themselves have announced they are prepared to participate in these 
efforts and we have assigned the Reconstruction Crusade account No 8,200 under 
Hojjatoleslam Rohani, the Imam's special representative in the Reconstruction 

Crusade of Estahan, for this purpose. 


Speaking a:cut the decision by an unidentified philantropist to build 5,000 
square meters of houses in villages, he said that substantial amount of money 
had also been put aside for that purpose which only shows the extent of the 
people's preparedness to participate in the rebuilding of the areas. 


In referring to the dimensions of the effects of the 28 June tragedy on the 
process of the revolution, Ayatollah Taheri emphasized two points. First, he 
said, the tragedy helped uncover the events that were taking place in the 
name of Bani-Sadr under the anti-theocratic rule slogan. But the more impor- 


tant effect was that it proved to the Iranians and the world that the Islamic 
Revolution will survive. The tragedy took the lives of many important indi- 
viduais and if it was to harm the revol.tion this would have already happen- 


ed. The reason that the enemy had chosen that spot was because they knew 
that important and influential people gathered there every week to discuss 
the existing problems. After the tragedy occurred we all were wondering as 
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to what the effect would be. We came to realize that not only the revolution 
did not come to a halt but it became stronger and the people more militant. 
Concerning the reopening of the universities this year and referring to the 
polls taken by the cultural revolution headquarters, he said that he had been 
asked to select from among qualified and well-educated theologians to fill 
teaching positions at various universities. He said that this will be done 
and that the universities will open. He said that there was still a need 

for manpower and that the students should become more familiar with the 
Islamic culture. He added that universities should now become places for 
teaching both new sciences and traditional Islamic culture. This, he said, 
has been made the responsibility of the cultural revolution headquarters. 


About conditions in government offices in Esfahan, the problems they confront 
and ways to improve the situation, Ayatollah Taheri said that even though 
changes had been made in government offices and agencies, they had not been 
ideal and responsive to the blood of the martyrs and the amputated hands and 
legs of the amputees. There have been reports of work slowdown but it is 
hoped that, God willing, by brotherly cooperation we will be able to over- 
come existing problems faster and under the Islamic principles and standards. 


In continuing his remarks, Ayatollah Taheri touched upon the issue of the 
veil and declared that those women who do not observe wearing the veil should 
realize in what period of time they live and should be made to understand 
that, like it or not, they are living in an Islamic republic. Yet it is 
hoped that they themselves will realize this and their responsibilities. We 
are not demanding that they wear the Chador (traditional over-all cover). 

We differentiate between Chador and veil and we do not intend to hurt their 
dignity. On the contrary, they will gain dignity in the Islamic society. 

it is my opinion that, God willing, they are going to realize this through 
our advice and I do not believe that threatening them will do any good. Il 

am of the opinion that they should be advised and given direction. Islam 
Says that direction and advice should be the first stage. Other methods and 
Stages should come next. In short, we should go through all available stages 
if necessary and someday we may have to, out of respect for the blood of our 
martyrs, resort to harsher measures. It is my hope that this will not be 
necessary. 





[n conclusion, Ayatollah Taheri spoke about the small groups which he de- 
scribed as dangerous for Islam and the Islamic Republic. He said that they 
were responsible for the murder of officials and innocent people. He added 
that these small groups intend to create an atmosphere of fear and terror 
and they do not care who they murder or whether their victims are men or 
women. Ayatollah Taheri said that these groups have ignored the spirit of 
the nation and the people who are ready to go to the war fronts willingly 
and are not intimidated by actions of these groups. Nevertheless, he said 
stern actions against these groups are necessary. 


Regarding small groups that are engaged in vicious activities against the 
Islamic republic, Ayatollah Taheri said they are more dangerous because they 
neither had declared an armed struggle nor were engaged in one. He said that 
they were acting in mysterious ways and was of the opinion that their activi- 
ties would become more serious in the future. He urged that the government 
take serious steps in combatting them.

INTERIOR MINISTER DISCUSSES BILL GUIDING POLITICAL PARTIES 
Tehran JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in Persian 10 Jul 82 p ll 
[Interview with Nateq Nuri, minister of interior] 


[Text] NEWS AGENCY SERVICE: With the approval of the bill guiding political 
parties and groups in the Islamic Majlis, the executive regulations for groups 
and political parties will be compiled soon and will be published; then all 
the parties, groups and organizations through careful observance of the guide- 
lines of this regulation will be able to continue their activities. 


Hojjat ol-Eslam Nateq Nuri, minister of interior, in a special interview with 
Our reporter in announcing this subject said: "Preparation and composing the 
executive regulations of parties and groups activities, and the manner of im- 
plementing this regulation is not a simple task that can be compiled in one 
session or a few hours and be published. The bill pertaining to the parties 
activities, as you know, was approved in the Islamic Majlis in September of 
last year and the Majlis immediately appointed a special committee consisting 
of two of the deputies, two people from the supreme judicial council and two 
people from the ministry of interior to prepare and compile the executive 
regulation of the bill for parties activities. After 7 months, this commit- 
tee finally was able to compile this regulation, and after studies in the 
political defense committee, the Majlis will introduce this bill to the cabi- 
net for ratification and then it will be presented to the ministry of interior 
for execution. 


"The approved regulation will only pertain to parties, groups aud political 
organizations whereas the bill regarding parties and groups also includes the 
"Islamic societies." 


"On this basis, and due to the sensitivity of the question of Islamic soci- 
eties and their expanded role throughout the country and all the administra- 
tive offices, movements and government centers, it was agreed that more 
studics will be made in this regard in order to be able to compile separate 
regulations for Islamic organizations defining the precise activities, duties 
ind limits of their authority. 


"In this regard, it was decided that some meetings be arranged with repre- 
sentatives of the federation of Islamic societies and specialists in these 
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aftairs and that the regulations be compiled by them and be combined with 

the regulations of the groups and parties and a comprehensive text be ex- 
tracted from the two and be published as "Bill Guiding Organizations, Parties, 
Groups and Societies." For this reason, the delay for publishing the regula- 
tions of parties and groups is solely based on the vagueness of the question 
of Islamic societies and this problem is in the process of being resolved. 
After the complete and comprehensive regulations are published, all the groups, 
parties, and organizations must contact the ministry of interior and after 
registering the name of the organization, they will be informed of the limits 
of their authority and political and social situation. In this regard, those 
groups whose activities are consistent with the regulations and rules can con- 
tinue their activities freely, and groups whose political policies and organi- 
zations do not meet the approved regulations of the cabinet will be abolished." 


The minister of interior about the question of the delay of the national in- 
formation organization project said: "In spite of the fact that the national 
information organization project has been discussed several times in the 
Majlis, different committees have worked on it to no avail. This project has 
been discussed and studied several times in the meetings of the committees of 
defense and interior without any result and is still delayed. Certainly, the 
direct responsibility for the study of this project is the internal affairs 
committee of the Islamic Majlis. Meetings are held regularly with the par- 
ticipation of the speaker of the Islamic Majlis, prime minister, minister of 
interior, aad a representative from the corps. 


"Among the obstacles delaying the formation of the national information or- 
ganization and the stagnation of this project is the extraordinary situation 
of the country and the imposed war and the problems arising from war which 
has taken most of the time of the authorities. On the other hand, there are 
urgent bills being discussed in the Majlis which cause this project to be de- 
tained. 


"Definitely, the recent warning of the president, emphasizing the strict need 
to study this project, has caused the responsible authorities of this project 
to act speedily and pursue it seriously and the results will be announced 
subsequently." 


The minister of interior added: "A high council consisting of several na- 

tional officials, will take over the responsibility for administering this 

organization and all the decision making will be done by this organization. 
But we cannot discuss the selection of members of this organization and the 
limits of their activities and we cannot make any further comment until the 
Islamic Majlis approves the project of the information organization."

"HYPOCRITES' PLOTS' DISCOVERED, FOILED IN KHUZESTAN 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 12 Jul 82 p 3 
{Interview with Vahab Sakhiraby] 


[Text] Brother Vahab Sakhiraby, the head of the Central Committee of the 
Islamic revolution of Khuzestan, in a special interview with the reporter 
of the ISLAMIC NEWS AGENCY in Ahvaz, explained the detailed activities in 
regard to the "Ya Hoseyn" operation in Ahvaz, which led to the arrest and 
death of many of the cadres and hypocrites, the shattering of their vast 
networks, and discovery of their corrupt nests and the capture of many 
documents and ammunition. 


In referring to the details of the operation, he said: "In the first phase 
of the 'Ya Hoseyn' operation which started on 22 April and continued for 

LO days, we were able with the help of the people of Ahvaz to arrest 42 of 
the hypocrites and discover 25 of their group houses. From these houses of 
corruption large amounts of documents, security bulletins, explosives, 
cartridges, grenades, colt sidearms, RBG-7's, and tens of proclamations 

and leaflets were obtained by the guard corps of the central revolution 
committee of Ahvaz." 


He added: "In the second phase of the operation starting on 17 May and 
still continuing, we were able to inflict fatal blows on the organization 
in Khuzestan, and in the course of this operation, many of the cadres of 
hypocrites’ organizations were killed or injured. 


"Also in this process, 40 hypocrite group houses were discovered, and from 
these houses, many documents, several colt sidearms, tens of grenades, 
many Kalishnitov rifles, notebooks, leaflets, explosives, TNT, powerful 
time bombs, gunpowder, and hundred types of cartridges were discovered.” 


The nead of the Khuzestan Central Committee of Islamic revolution referred to 
some of the hypocrites'’plots and said: "The first calamity that the hypocrites 
in this province were supposed to create was to disturb the Jerusalem operation, 
to assassinate over 40 brother pilots of Hava Niruz who were preparing them- 
selves for this operation. This action shows the direct connection of the 
hypocrites'organization with the Iraqi Ba'thist Party, for neutralizing the 
etfects of victory and the conquest of Khoramshahr, and illustrates that this 
organization was plotting against the Islamic republic order in this country." 
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He criticized the role of the mass media in regard to the plot to assassinate 
the 40 pilots of Hava Niruz for not covering this plot in order to inform 

the martyr-nurturing nation of the treachery of the hypocrites’ organization 
who are willing to commit such shameful acts, and demanded that the details 
of this plot be printed in the media. 


He referred to stopping the piot to assassinate the Ahvaz Friday imam, the 
religious magistrate of the Khuzestan Islamic revolution courts, governors, 
and many of the committee guard corps brothers, Hezbolahi members, and also 
bombing plans and said: "In the second phase of this operation, approximately 
110 of the hypocrites were killed or arrested. Two of the committee brother 
guard corps called Aziz Qanavati were martyred while fighting the hypocrites 
and three others were injured." 


Brother Sakhiraby then expressed his appreciation for the special activities 
of the public prosecutors office brothers who acted together with the 
committee guard corps brothers in this operation and at the conclusion of 

this interview addressed those who still remain in the hypocrites organization 
and said: "Try to pérceive reality. Are you really moving in line with

Sheykhani alias Ahmad, ‘Abas, Farhad, Akbar and Esma'il, Abdolkarim Seylavi' 
Arab, Sudabeh Ya'qubi Nejad alias Sadiqeh, Tahereh, the wife of the annihilated 
hypocrite Ali Reza Goharian, who was in charge of the female student teams 

and also in charge of the political and financial section and member of the 
central organization in Khuzestan, Gohar Taj Se'adat alias Fatemeh, 

Faranak [sic], A'zam and Azar, Mohammad Atesh Jameh alias Taher, Fariba Bata'i 
alias Akram and Esmat, Parichehr 'Asareh alias Farideh and Ashraf Taqva'i, the 
wife of the annihilated hypocrite Mohammad Taqi, Orfanian. 


"It is notable that the offenses of some of the mentioned names like

grenade; fortunately he was not harmed. Recognition [sic] of Saharan 

committee located in Padad, recognition [sic] of New Sight Hospital due to the 
coming and going of Pasdar Guard Corps brothers. Abdol Hamid Ansary for 
throwing a grenade af the Bizhan-Zadeh Shop, installing a explosive trap for 
one of the religious brothers in the Karun area of the cil company and injuring 
him, 











Omid ‘Ali Qorbani who participated in 16 operations, among them setting the 
Resalat bookstore in Ahvaz on fire, throwing Molotov cocktails at Sa'di 
primary school, making a martyr of Kazem Havizavi, one of the brother members 
of the military mobilization of Nehzatabad, and stealing ammunition from one 
of the responsible brother's house. Ne'matollah Ru'intan, the schemer of 

the attack on the house of the commander of the Guard Corps in Mahshahr and 
planner of the plot to assassinate 40 of the employees of Hava Niruz, and the 
explosion of their dormitory which was due to take place on 1 June 1982. 


Mohammad Sayahi alias Saleh and known as Jandollah, who was in charge of 
operation teams and furnishing supplies and mobilization equipment. He 
took arms and ammunition from the war front in the name of defending the 
Islamic republic and used them against the people and the nation.”

RESTRICTIONS OF TRAVEL ABROAD EASED BY FOREIGN MINISTRY 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 19 Jul 82 p 13 
[Interview with Deputy Minister Javad Mansuri] 


[Text] At present, due to political stability, the possibility 
exists for people to travel abroad and foreigners to travel to 
Iran. Gradually the situation permits the easing for the 
travel of more people abroad with the approval of the nation's 
authorities. 


The above remarks were made by Mr Javad Mansuri, deputy minister for culture 
and consular affairs of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran, in a special interview with reporter of ETTELA'AT newspaper. 


In this interview, Mansuri, explained in detail the 20 points for travel 
abroad. The complete text of this interview and 20 point travel regulations 
are as follows: 


Entry and Exits Will Be Free 


Mansuri said: We on the basis of law, and the principals of our belief, 
believe that the travel of all our Muslim people abroad, apart from possible 
misuses, must be free, and we do not demand any limitations in this regard. 

In order for the people to be able to travel to each corner of the world 

they wish, and the people of other countries to be able to travel to Iran. 

But existing realities, especially with respect to the problems after the 
imposed war, have created various limitations. Among them are the limitations 
for traveling abroad. This limitation is mostly due to the problems created 
for us after the war. In order that we may be able to prevent the probable 
encounters, and misuse by others, we have established some travel limitations. 
Naturally we were not able, due to foreign currency problems, transport, 
administrative, custom and others, to give exit permits to all the people 

who would like to travel abroad, and only in emergencies and serious cases 
were travel permits approved." 
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Facilitating People's Travel Abroad 


Mansuri continued his talk and added, "Now, due to political stability, and 
possibilities for travel abroad, and the possibility for foreigners to travel 
to [ran, gradually the conditions facilitate travel of more people with the 
approval of the nation's authorities. Actually, the new regulations contain 
nine additional points, in addition to previous points. We believe that these 
points create a worthwhile relief, and in this manner more people will be able 
to travel abroad and move in the direction of the interest of the Islamic 


8 2a ’ 
Republic. 


Mansuri added: “Definitely whenever our possibilities to travel improve and 
our tinancial situation becomes better, more people will be abie to travel 


abroad. Therefore, we hope that in the not very far future, we will ease 
travel restrictions for both groups of travellers, provided that they do not 
cause any particular problems for us in this regard." 


Mansuri, in respect to the travel of Iranians abroad before and after the 
revolution said: "Before the revolution, the maximum numbers of people 
travelling abroad was 400,000 a year. In 1980, over 220,000 people travelled 
abroad and this indicates, contrary to the anti-revolutionary propaganda and 
baseless rumors, our borders are not closed. And contrary to the abundant 
problems and the problem of the war, it has been possible for such a large 
number of people to travel abroad." 


Twenty Point Regulations for Traveling Abroad 
Javad Mansuri then listed the complete list of 20 points for traveling abroad 


as tollows: 


lL. Students with official approval of the Ministry of Higher Education and 
Culture. 


2. Men with a student spouse, who are studying abroad according to the regu- 
lations ot the Ministry of Higher Education and Culture and with official 
approval and introduction of the said ministry, accompanied with their male 
children under 18 years and female children whom they support-~(the marriage 
must have been officially registered before 21 March 1982). 


3, Women with a student spouse who are studying abroad according to the rule 
of the Ministry of Higher Education and Culture, with official approval and

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Explanation: The applicants in points 1 to 4 must contact the Ministry of 
Higher Education and Culture, and after obtaining the official approval 
papers should refer to the police department. 


5. Those with authorized residency permit cards, verified by the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. 


6. Iranians with residency permit verified by the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. - 
7. Unmarried Iranian girls and women whose parents are residing abroad. 


8. The foreign wives of Iranians who after marriage have accepted Iranian 
citizenship. 


9, Iranian men with foreign wives, accompanied with their male children 
under 18 and female children whom they support. (A birth certificate and 
Iranian identification certificate of these women, must show that they have 
been married according to Section 6 of Article 976 of civil law of Iran, 
and the date of issue must be before 21 March 1982). 


10. Iranian women with foreign spouses. The non-residency of the spouse 

in Iran must be officially verified by the office of the foreign citizens, or 
cancellation of residency permit, and seizure of exit permit. They can refer 
to the passport office of the police department, for arrangements to be made 

for their exit. 


ll. Foreign men and their Iranian spouses and their male children under the 
age of 18 and female children whom they support, without cancellation of their 
residency permit (the accompanied are eligible only if the date of their 
marriage is registered before 21 March 1982).

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DETAILS OF 1983 BUDGET OUTLINED

{Interview with Dr Mohammad Taghi Banki, head of Plan and Budget Organization] 


[Text] Minister of State and Head of the Plan and Budget Organisation (P&BO), 

Dr. Mohammad Taghi Banki, in an exclusive interview with the daily ETTELA'AT 
replied to several questions on planning, mode of activity of public and 

private sectors, lack of equitable distribution of goods, industrial self- 
sufficiency, employment, inflation, budgetary funding resources, 1362 [1983] budget 
and oil exports in the 10-year planning program. Here are the salient 

features of this interview: 


Replying to a question on the purpose of his visit to various parts of the 
country, Dr. Banki pointed out: "These trips are mainly aimed at following up 
the tasks carried out by various planning councils as under the law, 

P&BO is responsible for coordinating all planning activities at national level. 
Since the planning system of the country has been duly approved and notified 

by the government, we too are responsible to review the existing problems and 
bottlenecks, and call upon the relevant officials to adopt decisions. We also 
submit progress reports to the Prime Minister and the Economic Council. The 
performance of various provinces as well as various ambiguities are brought up 
and resolved in planning councils. Generally, there has already been achieved 


a united result from this move which I think to be worthwhile." Referring 
to the demands brought up by local officials during his various visits, 
Dr. Banki said: "There exist some issues in factories, and included among them 


are those faced by glass factory in Hamadan which is gradually attaining self- 
sufficiency. Raw materials shortage especially in cotton is faced by some 
textile mills in Bakhtaran. In case of an increase in cotton cultivation, 
this problem would be considerably resolved. The factories mostly themselves 
carry out repair work and have no difficulties in this regard. It is evident 
to me that our industries are getting firmly established and their management 
is in full control of affairs, and hence I see a bright future for them. I 
think their problems are partial in the face of the giant task they are doing. 


Asked about the concept of making the planning people-oriented, and the 
characteristics passed by it, the P&BO Chief pointed out: ‘The planning system 
begins at village councils, thus slowing the presence of the non-administrative 
people in them. At provincial level, presence of Friday prayers leaders in 
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planning acts as a very strong Liaison between the people and officials where 

public resources and proposals can figure. Next come the measures taken by 

us in the course of planning. Among them are the seminars which we all sought 
to attend. These three characteristics have collectively given a popular base 
to the planning system. I am hopeful that during their implementation too 

the people would extend ample help to officials. 


Dr. Banki, while elucidating on the activities of various planning councils, 
said: "Provincial affairs are actually managed by planning councils and 
committees, and since they have a sense of responsibility in this regard, 
they actively participate in the related affairs. 


The discussions held with them thus far was aimed at exchanging views and 
enlightening them. I suggest those active in this field to make serious efforts 
in the time left until August 28 so that every province brings itself up-to-date 
in the planning sphere. Speaking about the issues figuring at the Economic 
Council vis-a-vis the public, private and cooperative sectors, and the scope 

of their activities, Dr. Banki noted: "Much discussions have been held in EC 

in connection with the mode of private sector and its activities. However, 

this issue has to be considered with the other two sectors. Initially, the 
subject ot private ownership and its being worthwhile is paid due attention 

by EC. It goes without saying that private sector and individual activities 

can provide effective help in boosting national economy. The debate in EC at 
precent is to explode ways and means for making individual freedom beneficial 
for economic interests and briskness, and the discussions would continue until 
final results when these would be presented to the Majlis. The important thing 
is to so determine the extent of economic activities that there might no more 
exist exploitative capitalists and wealthy individuals, and instead such 
individuals become active in the private sector who, while fulfilling their 

own needs, could also realise public interests thus eliminating all chances 

ot exploiting the people. 


As to the measures taken by the government thus far in doing away with the 
deficiencies in the equitable distribution of basic goods and future programs 
in this regard, he said: "Among the measures taken in this respect are the 
rationing of basic commodities and consumption control. Presentiy, there is 
under way urgent and detailed debate in the Economic Mobilisation Headquarters, 
on distribution. The government assigned the task of studies on distribution 
to one of the LO economic infrastructure committees. Accordingly the Committee 
submitted its proposals that are yet to be presented to EC. We hope an 

early discussion in FC on these proposals in order to specify any problems 

and ambiguities to be followed up by their implementation. God willing, 


the new distribution plan would be devised by the end of the current Iranian 
year (March 1983) and the relevant bill approved by the Majlis. When posed 
witli the question as to what measures have been taken to attain industrial 
selt->cuffieciency and what are the future programs, the P&BO chief pointed out: 
The government is extending subsidy to small industries this year through 


repaving their insurance premiums. This task is being carried out with the 
cooperation of the Ministries of Labour and Industries. Moreover, the 
industries Ministry has allocated from this subsidy, a sum of 3 billion tomans 





tor purchasing machine tools and implements, which is to be put in instalment 
basis, at the disposal of craftsmen. EC has also approved a sum of 

250 million dollars for the Heavy Industries Ministry to import machine tools 
and turnery implements. I think with the arrival of these machineries, there 
would be started a new move in our industry, enabling our craftsmen to 
practically offer their innovations. These are transitional issues. However, 
what the government has converged its attention upon is to give priority 

to finding the mission links between the existing industries and the raw 
materials, and it is the most important move envisaged by the government in 
its long-term planning. Of course, it would need time and accurate planning. 


Giving the details of the government programs aimed at attaining self-sufficiency 
in farming, Dr Banki revealed: "In its quantitative objectives, the government 
has so defined the term "self-sufficiency": production of basic goods 
domestically through procuring financial resources for the programs of the 
Agriculture Ministry, training of the required number of specialists, provision 
of the needed machineries, and granting political protection to the farming 
community. This objective has been fully specified in the 5- and 10-year plans 
of the Agriculture Ministry. Referring to the means of fulfillment of the 
20-year prospective plan for replacing oil exports with industrial and non-oil 
exports, he disclosed: ‘We think that we would be needing crude as one of our 
major sources of revenue during the next years. However, we must sell oil in 
such amount where we could also make investments on our infrastructural projects. 
We can only Iessen a little of our dependence on oil in the next decade since 
during this period, we would be investing heavily to attain industrial output. 
However, the second decade anticipates to reduce our oil dependence to less 

than 60 percent, while the rest of 40 percent would be acquired through industrial 
goods, mineral and financial resources, and handicrafts. As to what products 

we would manufacture and export is the : ubject now being discussed in industrial 
committees, and would become specific in a couple of months. Our aim in future 
is to cater to our current budget through taxes and development resources and 

to some extent from the sale of crude and industrial products. Oil exports 

meet 86 percent of our resources at present, and this dependence on crude is 

to continue to enable our infrastructural projects to be implemented. At the 
end of the 20 years, sale of one million barrels of crude per day would be 
sutficient for us and in case of a hike in oil prices our exports would be 

even less than that figure. As said earlier our foreign exchange needs during 
the next decade are extensive, while in the second decade our foreign exchange 
revenues would, apart from oil, also be obtained by industrial and mineral 
resources. God willing, we would not be able, as stated by Imam Khomeini to 
attain economic independence unless we realise political independence. 


While replying to a question on the government program for socioeconomic 
development in the next 20 years, and the plans to eliminate poverty and 
deprivation to move towards creation of job opportunities, and to reduce 
inflationary trend, Dr. Banki said: The whole 20-year program pursues this 
very objective in the sense that in the agricultural field, we would focus 
our efforts on boosting output both in each unit and at acreage level. As 
to the priorities in this respect I must say that initially significance is 
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being given to attaining self-sufficiency and putting an end to foreign 
dependence. Im case we carry out infrastructural tasks in farm development, 
the issue of employment would be resolved to a large extent. As to the 
number of jobs to be created annually, this is to be gathered from the 
programs being devised now. We have overall estimated certain figures 

in this regard, but these cannot be depended upon solely unless each ministry 
and unit finalises its proposals and later all of them are coordinated

COMMODITY AND SERVICES PRICE INDEXES COMPARED 
Tehran IRAN PRESS DIGEST in English 18 Aug 82 pp 8-10 


[Text] The commodity and services price indices for the Iranian month of 
Ordi-behesht (May 1982) were announced by the Central Bank of Iran. According 
to the release, the price index, by reaching 336.5 in that month showed a 

rise of 0.4 percent as compared to the preceding month and hike of 14.8 percent 
with regard to May 1981. The above price index, after eliminating the 

seasonal fluctuations, shows an increase of 1.2 percent. During the first 

two months of the current Iranian year (April and May), the price index, 

On an average, rose by 15.7 percent as compared to the corresponding period of 
the last year. 


Steep seasonal fall in the prices of fresh vegetables as well as a decline 

in red meat, chicken, fish, cheese and egg prices went to neutralise the 
general rise in the prices of most of the food and non-food items to keep 

the price index nearly stable. Among the foodstuff items, price rise was noted 
in case of bread (Lavash), rice, grains, non-pasteurised dairy products 

except cheese, watermelon, tea, restaurant-served food and [word indistinct] 
drinks. In the non-food goods group, the prices of a number of commodities 
such as foreign cigarettes, readymade garments, textiles and silk, shoes, 
construction services, some of the construction materials, household goods 
(especially carpets), utensils and cars. In this group, prices of some of the 
goods such as windowpanes, iron and steel pipes, chinaware, spark plugs, 
transistor radios, natural flower and gold coins came down. Medical expendi- 
tures were relatively stable. Monthly rise in bread price was 2.2 percent, 
local rice 5.5 percent (barring grade 1 and 2 rice which is sold under govern- 
ment control), dry cookies 3.1 percent, grains 1.9 percent, ice cream 7.3 per- 
cent, tomatoes 38 percent, tea 1.9 percent, and aerated drinks 8 percent. 
lhere was a rise of 9 percent in open market prices of foreign cigarettes, while 
there was a fall in prices of cheese by 4.4 percent, eggs 1.8 percent, chicken 
O.7 percent, fish 7.9 percent, oranges 7.5 percent, and fresh vegetables 

14.5 percent (especially onions and cucumbers being 33.7 and 46.2 percent 
respectively). 


The monthly hike in ready-made gents and ladies garments stood at 1.5 and 

0.8 percent, foreign spool 6.7 percent, textile (chador) 3.4 percent, 
artificial silk 11.8 percent, calico 2.6 percent, shoes 2.1 percent, construc- 
tion services 3.8 percent, construction materials 3.7 percent (especially

bricks 9.4 percent, lime 7.8 percent, clay 6.8 percent, sand 4.6 percent, 
chatai 4.4 percent), carpet 2.1 percent, moquette 3.4 percent, sewing 
machines 6.5 percent, curtain cloth 2.1 percent, plastic dinner set 7.6 per- 
cent, glass 16.6 percent, insecticide 13.8 percent, motorcycle 9.6 percent, 
car 9.7 percent, automobile repairs 6.7 percent, TV 4.0 percent, cassettes 
6.0 percent, photographic film 4.8 percent, pencils 2.4 percent, haircutting 
5.3 percent, and electric shaver 7.4 percent. 


In the food, cold drink and cigarette group, the price index showed a decline 
of 1.8 percent in the month of May which was mainly responsible due to sharp 
fall in fresh vegetable prices by 14.5 percent, red meat 4.1 percent. In 

this month, the prices of dirferent breads, dry fruit, animal and vegetable oil, 
and sugar and its products enjoyed relative stability. After eliminating 
seasonai fluctuations, price index in this group showed a rise of 0.3 percent, 
and when compared to the corresponding month of last year indicated an 

increase of 11.3 percent. In the month of May, prices of various types 

of grains again continued their upward trend registering a rise of i.9 percent. 
In this group, split peas price rose highest by 5.1] percent. After deleting 
seasonal fluctuations, the price index showed a rise of 1.9 percent, and a 

hike of 19.6 percent as compared to May 1981. 


The report stated that the prices of dairy products (except cheese) registered 

a rise with non-pasteurised milk going up by 2.1] percent, butter 1.1 percent 

and yogurt 4.1 percent. However, due to proper distribution and fair sunply 
position, cheese price declined by 4.4 percent, and the pasteurised dairy 

products showed relative stability. Hence the price index of dairy products 

and eggs showed 0.8 percent increase. The ice cream prices, because of 

ofticial hike in sugar prices for guilds and short supply of milk, registered 

a rise of 7.3 percent. Consequently there was an increase of 0.8 percent in 

index prices of this group. After eliminating the seasonal fluctuations, 

there was a rise of 2.6 percent in this group, and in comparison to the 
corresponding month last year, the price index showed an increase of 

20.0 percent. Following stiff control on meat prices by government on red 

meat prices, the price of mutton came down by 4.1 percent and beef by 

1.8 percent. However, chicken prices enjoyed relative stability, while fish 
prices showed an overall decline of 7.9 percent. As a result, price index 3 
in this group showed a fall of 4.2 percent and after deleting seasonal 
fluctuations, decTine of 3.3 percent. As compared to May 1981, there was a 
rise of 17.9 percent in the price index. The price index in fresh fruit and 
vegetable group went down by 5.2 percent in May. This was caused by a 
decline of 14.5 percent in fresh vegetable and 4.2 percent in fresh fruit 
prices. In this group, onion prices which had shown a high rise in recent 
months came down by 33.7 percent due to an increased supply of new output. 
Tomato prices continued to grow and attained a high of 38.0 percent. In the 
fresh truit group price of apple and orange declined by 7.5 and 8.7 percent 
and this was unprecedented in recent years. However, the watermelon prices, 


‘ 


as compared to last year, rose by 39.0 percent which greatly neutralised the 
price decline of other commodities, Apricot, date and watermelon seed 
prices went up by 1.0, 1.1 and 2.2 percent respectively. Various canned 
fruit prices too showed a rise. Consequently, there was an overall rise in 
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the tresh fruits and vegetable group. After deleting the seasonal fluctuations 
prices in this group showed 0.9 percent rise, and compared to the prices in 
May 1981, there was a decline of 4.1 percent in the price index. 


In the same month, there was no change in frozen animal oil prices but the 
liquid animal oil and shortening rose by 1.3 and 0.9 percent respectively. 

On the whole, price index in this group rose by 0.6 percent. After eliminating 
seasonal fluctuations, price index showed an increase of 2.2 percent and when 
compared to May 1981, it was up by 13.7 percent with animal oil price rising 
by 26.7, and liquid shortening by 3.0 percent. Price of sugar cubes and sugar 
underwent no change but that of sweets rose following an official price hike 
in sugar prices for guild quota. Domestic and foreign tea prices went up by 
2.3 and 1.5 percent respectively. Tomato sauce price was up by 7.8 percent 
and restaurant-served food by 1.2 percent with Chelow kabab, Chelow Khoresht, 
Abgousht, mashed kabab and sandwich prices going up by 1.4, 1.3, 1.2, 1.0 

and 2.4 percent. Short supply of raw materials and hike in major elements 
were responsible for raising the price index of restaurant-served food. 

In the cold drink group, due to rise of the price of aerated drinks by 

8 percent, there was an overall rise of 3.1 percent. As compared to May 1981, 
there was a price hike of 30.2 percent in the restaurant-served food, sugar 
cube and sugar 4.5 percent, cold drinks 25.4 percent and cigarettes 39.8 per- 
cent. In the garment group, price index advanced by 1.6 percent. There was 

a rise of 3.7 percent in textile and silk cloth prices. In this group, cotton 
artificial silk chador and female and male shirt cloth prices rose by 

3.4, 11.8, 2.8 and 3.7 percent respectively. There was also a rise of 2.6 and 
2.7 percent in calico and summer cloth prices. The ready-made men's and 
women's ware prices rose by 1.5 and 0.8 percent while children's ware prices 
were relatively stable. Resultantly, the price index of the above group rose 
by 1.2 percent. In the shoe group, price of various types of hand-made and 
machine manufactured shoes was somewhat constant with the men's, women's 

and children's shoes registering 1.8, 3.4 and 1.6 percent increase. The 
cotton shoe prices went up by 4.9 percent. 


Due to added seasonal activities, price of some of the construction materials 
and wages for work went up taking the price index up by 2.3 percent. Main 
elements responsible for it such as brik rose by 10.4 percent (brick prices 
advanced fast in some of the cities such as Tehran, Ghom and Bakhtaran, whil. 
these were relatively constant in cities like Ahvaz, Mashad, Rasht and 
Oroumiyeh), clay 6.8 percent, lime 7.8 percent, sand 4.6 percent and chatai 

4.4 percent. However, after continuous hike for some months, the price of 
window-panes, on account of stiff control by government agencies, declined in 
cities like Tehran and Tabriz, but advanced fast in cities such as Ghon, 
Hamadan and Ahvaz. Its prices declined on national level by 6 percent. Among 
the metal construction materials, prices of such items as iron bars and cast 
iron pipes were relatively constant, while those of iron and steel pipes, 

and iron windows and doors, following its controlled distribution by government, 
reduced by 3.4 and 1.7 percent respectively. As a result of the above changes, 
the construction materials price index rose by 3.7 percent. In the said month, 
construction services wages continued to rise, and grew by 3.5 percent. Rise 

in the index of construction wages were mostly affected by rise in the wages 

of simple workers. Employment of simple workers in agriculture too was 
responsible for the rise in the price index of this group.

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In the fuel group too, cost of kerosene oil shipment to residential buildings 
went up by 2.6 percent, wood coal by 2.5 and as such the overali price index 
rose by 1.9 percent. The collective price index rise in the housing and 

fuel group was 2.3 percent, and after eliminating seasonal fluctuations, it 
registered rise of 1.1 percent. Compared to May 1981, its price index 

showed a rise of 9.4 percent with the indices of construction materials 

going up by 8.2 percent, construction services by 16.6 percent, fuel by 

12.1 percent and house rents by 7.8 percent during this period. The price 
index in the household goods group in May went up by 2.0 percent with 

carpets, moquette sofa covering, electric cleaner, sewing machine, and 
bedsheet cloth prices rising by 2.1, 3.4, 6.3, 4.4, 6.5 and 4.5 percent 
respectively. Prices of washing powder and insecticide went up by 4.7 percent 
and 1113.8 percent [as printed] while the price of other items in this 

group rose up smoothly. As a result the price index increased by 1.5 percent 
showing a rise of 2.9 percent over the month of April. After deleting the 
seasonal fluctuations, the price rise was to the extent of 1.5 percent, showing 
a rise of 19.0 percent as compared to May 1981.

VISIT OF HOUSING DELEGATION IN MOSCOW REVIEWED 
Tehran IRAN PRESS DIGEST in English 18 Aug 82 pp 21-22 
(Comments by Engr Gonabadi] 


[Text] Moscow Mayor announced that the executive committee of that city is 
willing to have full cooperative with Iran in the field of housing and con- 
Struction. Thereafter, it spoke of a house building plants sold to Iran, 
and added: "Apart from Iran, 39 other countries have also purchased similar 
plants and we are happy that these plants are effective in considerably 
resolving the housing problems there. The Mayor on his own, imagined that 
the sold plants are now in operation in Iran, or perhaps, he knew about the 
untinished project but pretended not to be aware of it. Eng. Gonabadi said: 
"We are seriously determined to bring these plants to the production level. 
| would Like you to know that, unlike your imagination, work on them hasn't 
been completed yet, and you have deferred this project after the victory of 
our Revolution. The former regime was bent upon not putting them into 
operation in order to show that USSR isn't inclined and is unable to complete 
this task. The Shah thus wanted to keep the deal open with the West. Your 
etforts at finishing these plants are to your own advantage. We, however, 
think that these plants should be put into operation. But it depends on 
your option and the existing agreement with you that has already specified 
everything. Mayor Bromislov became nervous fearing that an incorrect 
information might have been given to him on the subject. Maintaining his 
composure, he quipped: "Your embassy uses delaying tactics issuing visas 

to our experts, and hence the progress on the work is slow." He was, of 
course, incorrect in his statement, as the IRI Embassy contended that 
initially the names of some "experts" were given for visas, but later these 
names were changed all of a sudden. Hence the delay in issuance of visas. 


While replying, Gonabadi said: "Perhaps your statement about experts might 

be rue, but does the despatch of plant equipment too need visas? Why 

these are not being sent? Bromislov promised to look into the matter. Later, 
upon ur proposal, relevant officials from Iran and USSR began their parleys 
by [word indistinct] time of our departure home from Moscow. Out of the 

l2 days of our stay in USSR, we spent 5 days in Moscow. We hosted ihe 

peniny lunch to the Soviet officials at the IRI Embassy there. Apparently, 


our Embassy in Moscow looked more a monarchial Embassy than an IRI mission. 
Even the exterior there has not changed, what to say of the contents which 
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is a much harder task. Our envoy, however, said that the Embassy needs 
committed individuals but the IRI Foreign Ministry has not supplied them 
thus tar. Probably he was correct, but as much as conveying the message 
of the Revolution is concerned, it can at least do the same as practised 
by the Soviet Embassy in Tehran in publicising about the progress in that 
country. This was quite justified in the face of all the Soviet films 
shown in our cinemas and on TY screen depicting the Soviet Revolution 

and their struggle in the World War II. At least the Iranian Embassy 
could publicise all the heinous crimes committed by Iraq in Iran during 
the course of the imposed war. Our envoy in Moscow said he doesn't know 
what to do with all these expensive pictures and statues still there 
inside the IRI Embassy. These pictures actually depict the culture which 
has been negated with the inception of the Islamic Revolution. Perhaps, 
these could be removed, put in a hall to be turned as museum, and Iranian 
and Foreign hosts treated in a simple manner. Bronze or silver statues of 
women correspond neither to our beliefs nor to the culture of our Revolution. 


While in Moscow, we went to see a house building plant in the capital which 
produces some of the construction work, including external parts of buildings, 
parts of roofs and the lifts. Both men and women worked in it, with women 
often carrying out more strenuous jobs. This hard job leaves no traits of 
womenhood in females and the motive pursued in the so-called "equity of 
rights" points to it. This plant included 11 manufacturing units responsible 
tor production of different parts and employed 5,500 on site. As told by 

the plant officials, the factory produces 25,000 housing units covering a 
total area of 102 million sq. meters costing 110 million roubles annually. 

It was also learnt that various parts of 16 block-building are prepared here 
in a space of 54 days of work and the apartments handed over to applicants 

by turn. 


[he schedule of "cultural program" set aside for the next day related to a visit 
to the Bolshevik Theater of Moscow and witnessing the Opera. Our team didn't 
like this schedule as a couple of us objected to what was shown in operas, 
especially what was being shown in operas in Iran in the past. Our guide then 
oftered to take us round the opera building which is considered to be a 
marvellous piece of Soviet architecture. This program was after all replaced 

by a visit to the Moscow circus. We entered the circus where entry formalities 
were cut short for us. The program began with an anthem after which the circus 
events took place one after the other among loud applause from thousands of 
audience. However, all these antics, acrobatics and trapeze acts didn't 
interest our team at all. This was aptly noticed by our host, and we left 

the hall in the middle of the show to go to the office of the circus manageress. 
During our free conversation, when our hosts came to know that Minister Gonabadi, 
himself cnly 39 of age, was already a grandfather, they were really amazed. 

But then it was explained to them that the Minister got married at the age 

of 18 and his daughter was married when 17. It was for the first time during 
uur 12-day stay in USSR that our hosts weren't with us at dinner which we took 
in our rooms.

Engineer Gonabadi while speaking 
at the meeting, said: "The current propaganda seems to focus the point that 
the USSR is not interested in putting these plants back into operation. On 
our part, we have several reasons to start their operation. First, shortage 
of housing units being an old issue, we want to resolve it. Second, despite 
this shortage in ordinary conditions, the Iraqi-imposed war too has caused 
ich devastation. In addition, natural happenings such as ftloods, earth- 
quakes, ete,, too have led to devastations. All these factors demand that we 


ould take measures to start the task of housebuilding or rebuilding in the 
ited regions. In our opinion, it is intolerable that all this capital, 
ent on purchasing the housebutiding plants should remain unutilised.

We would wait 
until your representative and the Iranian director arrive here and the result 
of their parleys. There are also other issues not relating to the Housing 
Ministry but the same have been sought by our colleagues in Iran to be brought 
up with you. These related to the delay in setting up 9 industrial institutes, 
agreement for which have been concluded between Iran and USSR in the past, as 
also to the delay in the Ramin Power Project at Ahvaz all of which were 
deferred to reviewal and study in future." On the Ramin Power Project in 
Ahvaz, Koliyev noted: "Of course, secure conditions are also a problem for 


experts. It is a war zone there, otherwise we have no plans to abandon the 
project."

[Text] The visit of Hojjatol Islam Hashemi Rafsanjani, one of the closest 
aides of the Imam and Speaker of the Islamic Consultative Assembiy, to India 

is indicative of the special significance which IRI attaches to the expansion 
of its relations with India. This trip, which lasted from August 10 to 16, 

was undertaken to hold talks with the top-ranking Indian officials and to 
ittend the Indian Independence Day ceremonies. During this visit, Rafsanjani 
was accompanied by representatives from the Commerce and Industries Ministries, 
and side by side with the political parleys, deliberations were also being 

held in the economic field. Upon his return to Tehran on August 16, Rafsanjani 
said at the Mehrabad Airport: "Our trip was an epoch-making one that would 
have worthwhile effect on the future ties between the two countries, as well 

as on global relations. It was interesting for us to observe India, at a 
close range, with its historical revolutionary background. During this trip, 
we brought up the issue of unjust global ties. This visit would have a 
positive ef feet in our future relations and our ties would certainly improve 

in the coming days. Our delegation exchanged views with the Indian officials 
on the change of the venue of the non-aligned summit, the Indian Ocean, the 
lraqi-imposed war, Irano-Indian ties in political, technical, economic and 
cultural fields." (JOMHOUKI ISLAMI, August 17) 


In the opinion ot political observers, IRi is pursuing two basic objectives 
hy expanding its ties with India: first, formation of a powerful anti- 
imperialist front in the region; and second, use of India‘s experiences in 
technology and industry to meet the needs of the Iranian industries that are 
desirous of putting a speedy end to ali of their associations with the west. 
The foreign policy of the two countries, as commented by the Indian Foreign 
Minister, has conformity in many spheres (KAYHAN, August 14), including 
the fact that both of these states have an anti-imperialist posture and have 
wa,ed major struggles in this path. Besides that, both the governments 
elieve in adopting a policy independent of the Fast and the West, and in 
‘losing down the super-powers’ bases in the region. [In the economic sphere, 
lran ond India, in the Light of the rich [Iranian resources and the Indian 
xpertise in technological field, can supplement one another. Apart from 
his, the powerful Muslim minority in India is an important reason for the 


IRI officials to expand friendly ties with that country. Similarly, the 
special strategic pesition of the two countries is given much attention by 
the officials of the IRI and Indian Governments. 














Reports received from New Delhi indicate that the Iranian team is very 
satisfied with the outcome of its parleys with the Indian officials. 
[They have reached major agreements in connection with the non-aligned 
summit, detente in the Persian Gulf and the Indian Ocean, and significant 
cooperation in industrial and technological fields, though the two sides 
don't agree in respect of the Irano-Iraqi war and the Afghanistan issue. 


Observers believe that while the West is suspicious about the expanding 
cordial ties between Iran and India, the Soviets are happy at the develop- 
ments in this field. Neutral governments are hopeful that consolidation 
ot friendship would lead to the strengthening of the non-aligned movement, 
and it would also make the IRI officials adopt a more balanced policy on 
the international scene avoiding to take radical posture. 


In the industrial and technological fields, India has vast resources to extend 
help to L[ran including the expansion of heavy industries, help in properly 
exploiting atomic energy, agricultural development, and assistarce in house 
building, and highway and port expansion projects. On its part, Iran can 
supply India with its required crude by extending greater facilities to 

that government.

He added: "The textbooks, to be taught to the IRGC School students, 
would be compiled with due regard to the contents of the courses planned by 
[IRGC and with the cooperation of the teachers at the School." Alai added: 
"Duration of the course at the School is 2 1/2 years, and the curriculum 
planning has been made keeping in mind adequate time for learning the courses, 
lessening the period of holding examination, and to sum it up, using of the 
time of students in boosting the mental and physical ability. More important 
point is that in this school, the end-of-—the-semester examination plays no 
signiticant role in the academic success of students.

NULLIFLICATION OF OIL CONSORTIUM ACCORDS ELABORATED 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 25 Jul 82 p l 


[Text] Yesterday afternoon Dr ‘Abbas Honardust, deputy minister of petroleum 
for international aftairs, held a press and radio-television interview atten- 
ded by domestic and foreign correspondents. After announcing the nullifica- 
tion of Lran's contracts with companies member of the international oil 
consortium, he explained the Islamic Republic of Iran's positions vis-a-vis 
these companies, and concluded by answering reporters' questions. 


At tirst, while pointing to the history of non-technical, colonial explcitation 
of our country's oil resources by 27 active oil companies including 17 U.S. 
companies, 7 of them first-rank U.S. oil companies, 9 European oil companies 
and one Asian company, he said: In late December, early February of 1980, 
permission was given to the minister of petroleum by a law ratified by the 
[slamic Revolution Council to form a commission of chosen individuals to 
examine the oil contracts, to cancel that group of contracts disadvantageous 

to us, and to form a special commision to settle disagreements and claims 
arising from voiding the contracts injurious to our country. 


Dr Honardust added: Atter announcing the cancellation of this type of contract, 
we went cto the consortium headquarters .n London, and in a statement of the 
positions of the government of the Islamic Repubiic of [ran announced that we 
would not permit an atom of the rights of the Iranian Muslim nation to be 
trampled upon, even if they were worth only a cent. We explained to the con- 


ortiu embe hat we did not officiaily recognize any court or authority to 
investigate the disputes and claims arising from the cancellation of the 
aforementioned contracts unless it were a special commission which we mentioned. 
fe added: We told the oil companies actively working in Iran that we were 


prepared to perticipate in talks to examine disputes with them, and we assured 
them that in this examination Islamic justice would be completely observed. 


Within this tramewaork, we came to an understanding during talks with the 


\wippa mpany of Ltaly, Hispanoil of Spain, and Petrofina of Belgium, and a 
etter 1greement on final settlement was signed. According to this letter 


Of agreement, the atorementioned companies announced that they have no claims 
in connection with the voided contracts, and from now on will deal as ordinary 
ustomers for Iran's crude oi]. Dr. Honmardust said: We expect other companies 
to follow these three companies and be prepared to carry out negotiations.

President Saddam Husayn of Iraq was earlier reported as saying that he would 
not insist on holding the summit in Baghdad, while Iran, locked in a two-year- 
old war with Iraq, has been trying to move the summit site from the Iraqi 
capital. 


Al-“atft, in an exclusive interview with KYODO News Service, stressed that Iraq 
is seriously concerned about the unity of the nonaligned movement. 





"Venue of the summit is not so important to us. We do not care even if it 
were held in Tehran. We will go there," he repeated Husayn's earlier statement. 


He denied speculation that the change of site was made for security reasons, 
saying "We have the capability to warrant full security." 


Iran thinks that holding the summit in Baghdad would give diplomatic credit 
to Lraq, and that is why Iran alone is against the conference being held in 
Baxyhdad, he said. 


\ccording to the ambassador, Iraq has proposed that foreign ministers of 
%4-member countries meet in Baghdad on September 2 to decide furmally the 
date and venue of the summit conference. 


\ Cuban proposal to hold the ministerial conference in Havana was rejected, he 
said. 

lraq has suggested to some members that the summit be held in New Delhi.

U.S., ISRAELI OBJECTIVES IN LEBANON DISCUSSED 
Paris AL~MUSTAQBAL in Arabic No 281, 10 Jul 82 pp 22-23

aid [srael Launches a War on the Pretext that it Will End all Wars in the 
Area!"’} 


[Text] After the bombing of Beirut Airport and the destruction of the Middle 
East Airlines fleet in 1969, the late French President De Gaulle received 

the ambassadors stationed in Paris during the customary New Year's party held 
on 3 January. 


The General shook hands with the Israeli Ambassador in a way that signaled 
his anger and disgust, whereas he stood for several moments with the Lebanese 
Ambassador Philip Taqla, declaring to the ambassador and his colleagues 

his vigorous objection to the Israeli attack. He considered the operation to 
be a flagrant violation of an independent state's sovereignty. In the speech 
he gave for the occasion, the French president stated that he had sent a 
special message to the Lebanese president informing him of his readiness to 
take any political or security position requested by Beirut. He also said 
that he had punished Israel by putting an embargo on export of the 
"Cherbourg" ships (one of) which the Mosad had smuggled in a James Bond-like 
operation. General De Gaulle made several comparisons between the operation 
carried out by Israel in Lebanon, and American operations towards the end 

of World War II. He said that he often used to complain to the American 
Command about the behavior of their soldiers, who used to order the 
destruction of an entire French village in order to capture or kill a German 
soldier hiding in a chicken coop. They used to justify these excesses by 
claiming that the elephant disregards the nests when it approaches its prey-- 
it tramples everything in its way. De Gaulle described the American style 

of the war of liberation then as a war of annihilation. 





From this comparison, De Gaulle proceeded to estimate that half of Washington's 
payments through the Marshall Plan for reconstructing Western Europe was less 
than the value of what American forces destroyed during the war of liberation 
of Allied territories. 


This depiction of the American elephant, which drowned in the quicksand of 
the jungles of Vietnam, re-surfaced recently in the form of the "Jewish 
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Defense Army," which also trampled everything in its way--houses, trees, 
people--as it plodded toward Beirut to destroy it house by house in an effort 
to prevent the shelling of Israel's northern border. This is what it calls 
"Operation-Peace in Galilee,"' avenging the death of one thousand of its own 
since 1965 with the death of thousands of innocent victims and the destruction 
of hundreds of homes and factories. Preliminary estimates indicate that 
Lebanon needs $15 billion to recover and gradually restore what was destroyed 
in this war! 


The human picture that comes out of Beirut daily by correspondent and 
television clips evokes pain and misery. The beautiful city has been 
transformed into one large graveyard. Fires eat away at houses and gardens; 
the smell of burning flesh reaches the nostrils; sewer pipes burst open; 
streets empty of people are covered with dirt and stones; broken lines hang 
from telephone and electricity poles. In this beautiful city one heai3 only © 
the sirens of firetrucks and ambulances, the wailing of the wounded, and roar 
of tanks. Children take the risk of standing in long lines to obtain a pail 
of water or a loaf of bread. At night they pile up over one another in 
shelters and dark hovels which resemble animal pens in the stench that 
assaults the senses. Bodies pass by in speeding vehicles all day, and then 
are thrown into distant holes. Some are swept up by city shovels for fear 

of epidemics. It is an ugly picture of death in a big city, of the sort which 
ravaged Berlin, Budapest, and Dresden. 


The question posed by this bloody episode has to do with the objectives of 
the military venture which Alexander Haig consecrated in his well-known 
Chicago speech when he said that America's hour has come. A White House 
employee commented that day that the speech was green light given to Israel 
to launch its wide-ranging war which may end up ending all wars in the area. 
And although General Haig was dismissed for various reasons, nevertheless 

the joint Israeli-American plan is still being put into practice. Haig 

left the Administration, but his policy remained. This is why President 
Reagan put the condition for Israel's withdrawal from Lebanon to be the 
parallel withdrawal of all foreign forces from Lebanon. This explains why 

he refused to condemn Israel's aggression, and why he used the veto against a 
General Assembly resolution backed by 127 states. It is a position opposed 
to that of Eisenhower, when the latter informed Israeli Prime Minister 
Ben-Gurion on 20 February 1957 that any state which occupies the territory of 
another state by force must not be permitted to place the conditions for 
withdrawal. However, Ben-Gurion was in collusion with France and Britain in 
the Suez War, whereas Menachem Begin is waging this war in defiance of 
Europe. The best description was given by THE WASHINGTON POST in one of its 
editorials on the Israeli operation in Lebanon, saying: "It is a hateful 
mission which most countries, including the U.S. hope will be carried out, but 
for which these countries lack anyone bold enough to do themselves!" 


The American role in this double operation is secretly implementing a 
well-known political practice of “carrot-and-stick" policy, i.e., every time 
Israel strikes a painful blow at the Palestinian resistance, Philip Habib 
hurries to offer the American carrot in a manner in which President Reagan 
appears to be the only savior. This explains President Reagan's latest 
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initiative, annou..ed in a dramatic fashion to make it look like he was 
playing the role of referee between the two opponents. It was then claimed 
that the ships changed their course after a semi-official request came from 
the Lebanese government for the evacuation of 5,000 guerillas. And although 
the request was attributed to the Lebanese government so that it would not 
be said that American contact with the resistance constituted direct 
recognition of the legality of the PLO's political existence, nevertheless 
from another angle it desired world public opinion that the Israeli inter- 
vention acted to revive and revitalize the Lebanese state after a paralysis 
lasting for 7 years. 


Observers admit that the ships which President Reagan referred to did not 
change their course from the very beginning. At the beginning of June 

they were put on a state of alert at the nearest point .o Lebanese shores. 
In point of fact, the nuclear-powered aircraft carrier "U.S.S. Ranger" left 
San Diego (California) headed for the Indian Ocean, so as to accompany 

and protect the battleship "U.S.S. Kennedy." The strange thing about this 
distribution of positions is that the aircraft carrier "Ranger" arrived at its 
station on the first of June, i.e., before the assassination attempt of the 
Israeli Ambassador Argus Bumann. At the same time, the battleship "Kennedy" 
proceeded to cross the Suez Canal and sit in the middle of the sea opposite 
the Lebanese coast. Its mission was confined to monitoring the actions of 
the Israeli ships and protect them from any attack they might be exposed to 
from the western direction. 


At the beginning of June, also, the aircraft carrier "Eisenhower" left Naples 
and took up its position near the Island of Crete. Then it was followed by 
an entire naval unit ordered to head for the Lebanese coast from Rota in 
Spain. The official Pentagon spokesman refused to speak frankly about the 
mission of these naval units, and claimed that they were present in those 
locations for humanitarian purposes, interpreted by some to mean that it had 
to do with the evacuation of American citizens. 


A double role of this sort, carried out by mediation, is not new in American 
policy. In the Cyveus events of 1974, Washington stood behind the presumed 
coup undertaken by Sampson to do away with the rule of Archbishop Makarios. 
Athens was then intent on playing this role on the pretext of saving the 
regime in Cyprus from a leftist coup. And when this party was finished with 
its limited task, it started encouraging the Turks to occupy a large part 

of the island as a precautionary step to ensure the encirclement of the 
regime in the Greek sector. In this was Washington played the role of 
adversary and referee simultaneously,-~-the role of the defeated in the sector 
sympathetic te Greece, and the role of victor in the Turkish sector. And 
both Greece and Turkey are members of NATO! 


But a comparison cannot be made between the Lebanese war and the wide-ranging 
Israeli war. It occasionally coincides with American objectives, but there 
is much that conflicts with them. Washington's objectives, at this stage 

are confined to finding a new and secure order for the Middle East. It has 
fallen on Lebanon to accomplish three matters at the same time. They are: 
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First, an end to the armed Palestinian presence on Lebanese territory, and the 
reconstruction of the central power of the state. 


Second, removing the Gulf area from the climate of the regional war, in 
order to protect the continuing outflow of oil. 


Third, expanding Camp David and finding a broader formula to include the PLO 
as a political representative for negotiations on the place, size and form 
of the Palestinian state. 


It appears from the picture drawn by Alexander Haig in his well-known speech 
that the American administration expected the sixth battle on Lebanese soil to 
be the last battle in the long war that has gone on since 1948. In Reagan's 
view, it was to be the last war to end all wars in the area. That's why he 
expected the parties--Palestinians, or Arabs, or Israelis--to end up signing 
a peace treaty similar to the Versailles Treaty. The latter is the treaty 
described by historians as putting in place a new secure order for Europe 
after World War I. That war ended with a peace treaty on 11 November 1918, 
with this treaty, three empires--Russian, German, and Prusso-Hungarian--came 
to an end. This means that it abolished existing states and created new ones 
which were considered, according to the new formula, to be a guarantee for 
continuing European security and a total abolishment of the reasons for more 
wars. 


Twenty years later, Hitler appeared in Germany as a kind of objection to the 
injustice that had been done to his country, and as a response to the formula 
imposed on Germany by the Versailles Treaty. This is why it is said that 

the five wars that raged through the Middle East were nothing but an objection 
to the mistaken settlements and failed treaties relating to the main issue. 
When ‘Abd al-Nassir appeared, it was said that he was the fruit of the seeds 
that were sown with the 1948 disaster. And when Fatah assumed its position of 
command, it was trying to fill a vacuum created by the 1967 defeat. This is 
why the Arab and European states object to ad hoc remedies which have main- 
tained the region in a state of conflict for 34 years. 


Three days after the Israeli attack, the Tel Aviv government announced that 

it had formed a seven-man committee to look into affairs related to the 
settlement in Lebanon. The committee was composed of Menachem Begin, prime 
minister; Yitzhak Shamir, foreign minister; Sharon, defense minister; Simha 
Arlich, deputy prime minister; Yosef Burg, interior minister; plus the 
ministers of health and social affairs. This committee proposed a preliminary 
working program made up of limited conditions for negotiations. They are: 


First, forbidding the return of the resistance to the region of southern 
Lebanon. 


Second, the withdrawal of all armed forces from Lebanese territory. 


Third, calling for the establishment of a new and secure order in Lebanon 
based on reconstructing the central authority of the state. 
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Fourth, putting the Rapid Deployment Force rather than the international 
forces in southern Lebanon, expanding its operations to include Beirut and the 
Biga' 


Fifth, signing a peace treaty with Lebanon. 


Begin says that the clauses of the peace initiative that he will propose are 
borrowed from two peace agreements: the first was after the 1973 war, and 
the second was after the disengagement of 1978. He nints at a role for the 
Rapid Deployment Force in the process of disengagement with the resistance in 
the south, in Beirut, and with Syria in the Biga’. Begin imagines that he 
wili give Reagan a major role in the negotiations, as he did before the 
withdrawal from Sinai, on the grounds that there can be no withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from Lebanon without joint European-America: guarantees, 


Arab diplomats in New York expect that this tempting facade will break down 
before several new realities being put on the Lebanese arena. Alexander 
Haig’s declaration that the Lebanese war will open up great opportunities for 
American diplomacy, in that it will make it possible to impose a compiete 
peace in the Middle East area, is nothing but a hypothetical proposition 
because iit nflicts with the long-range aims of Israeli policy. This 
to the ick pret Reagan expects Menachem Begin to retreat from his pos 
on the West Bank now that fedayeen threats to the northern regio [ 
have abated. Whereas Sharon's statements give the impression that 
military operations against the resistance in Lebanon are an attempt at 
installing autonomous rule along Israeli lines in the West Bank, and at 
preventing the establishment of a Palestinian state in the West Bank. 
Observers note that Menachem Begin has) aused apprehension among the Arab 
regimes which hesitated to receive the resistance members because Begin has 
agreed to their taking their arms with them. [In this way, he frightened the 
host countries, which imagined that this would transform them, in time, into 
another Lebanon. This means that Begin had decided beforehand that there 
wili be no exodus of the resistance from Beirut, in view of the underhanded 
manner in which he pointed to the avenue of rescue. [t was the way that 
Begin said that the resistance will take its arms with it to turn into a 
military force in any country they go to...or that it wil eave Beirut under 
the protection of American ships, go to Latakia, and then disperse from 

there. And since the resistance is obliged to come up with a new strategy for 
operating outside of Lebanon, after the blow it has been deait and after 
southern Lebanon has closed, Israel is gambling on transporting the problem 

to another Arab country; Israel is not intent on ultimately resolving the 


problem. 
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fhe other aspect of the conflict between Washington and Tel Aviv is 
represented by the remedy for the main issue in the Middle East crisis. 
Wherees che Reagan Administration and the leaders of the European Economic 
Communic, view that the cessation of all wars in the region must be based, 
‘irst and Last, on granting the Palestinians their legal rights, Begin, 
Sharon and Shamir are endeavoring to prove the fallacy of this premise by 
destroying the Palestinian war machine in Lebanon. In their eyes, this would 
end the issue; it would be buried under the ruins of Beirut. 
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[t happened that, after the 1967 war, Henry Kissinger met with an Israeli 
officer who had been charged with the occupation of Jerusalem. Since he had 
been a student of Kissinger's in college, he had visited him to relate some 
of the events to Kissinger and remind him of a saying by which the professor 
had described certain world problems as being easy to treat, but difficult 
to cure. He offered the Middle East problems as an example of this saying. 


Kissinger told him that it was not time to use their military predominance 
to bargain for political legitimacy. The officer responded haughtily: "We 
are able to demonstrate our legitimacy through force of arms. We can remain 
in the territories we occupied for 15 years, even 50 years." 


Kissinger told him: "What is important is not only what Israel views as 
beneficial to its welfare. What America thinks is also important. And I 
fear that one day that America will find itself and Israel on one side, and 
the rest of the world on the other." 


On 27 June last, during a General Assembly vote on a Security Council 
Resolution, what Kissinger had once imagined became a reality. American and 
Israel were on one side...and the rest of the world was against them on 

the other!

If 
at that time we reached the agreement which we are seeking now, Beirut would 
not have faced what it has faced. We always arrive at solutions late and 
after a large number of people have been killed and wounded. 


Shaykh Bashir said: There is still ample time to meet before Monday to reach 
an understanding, particularly since there is nothing that separates us as 
Lebanese. We also don't differ over Lebanon's unity, or over its sovereignty, 
or over its identity, or even over the required reforms, or over anything 
basic. He added: I have declared ny candidacy, which is desired by a large 
section not only of the Christians but also of the Muslims in West Beirut 
with whom we are in touch, particularly since West Beirut is suffering from 
oppression much more than any other area of Lebanon. I believe that our 
brothers in West Beirut--more than others--are in need of this unity for 
which we are working, so that we will all save ourselves and avoid falling 
into the pitfalls of the meaningless slogans and auctioneerings which have 
brought us to the current state of affairs. 





Shaykh Bashir said: Before discussing the departure of the aliens and the 
removal of all occupations from our territory, I call on all Lebanese, no 
matter to what community or party they belong, to rally around and to have 
faith in this homeland and to build it. Democracy, embracing all its parties 
and doctrines, will then take its course after everyone has enjoyed freedom 
and security. Let him be president who has the capability and can win the 
support of the majority of the people according to democratic traditions. 

Why are they afraid of these things? 


Shaykh Bashir's discourse came following an expanded meeting held this after- 
noon at the Phalangist security council attended by Morris Draper, four 
officers from the Lebanese army command, a Frendh and a U.S. officer, as 

well as by Karim Baqraduni, Joseph Abu Khalil, Fadi Afram, the chief of staff 
of the Lebanese forces and Alfred Madi, director of the office of the Lebanese 
forces in Washington. During the meeting, a cooperation plan was studied for 
controlling the security situation in the port area prior to the landing of 
the French forces there tomorrow morning. 





We, as Lebanese forces, contributed as much as possible. We played an effective 
role in this respect so that we could achieve this political step which is 

being implemented to save Beirut and cooperate together as Lebanese to arrive 

at this result. The meeting with Draper, with Italian and French assistants 

and with Lebanese army officers responsible for implementing this operation 

was held in order to put the final touches on the plan. I hope that the 
implementation of the peaceful solution for Beirut will start as soon as 
possible and in the coming few hours. I can proudly say that we participated 

in this subject effectively. I hope that the solution for the city of Beirut, 
thanks to the efforts of Mr Habib and thanks to all that the U.S. administration 
has done in providing the necessary atmosphere for the success of this step, 
will be a prelude to solving the Lebanese crisis in its entirety. I also hope 
that today we are on the threshold of new days of our national history, since 
all Lebanese must reach an understanding on ways of finding suitable solutions 
of the Lebanese crisis. 
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Shaykh Bashir continued: We will not discuss the several vorobiems we are 
currently facing, but it is my wish that we break the barriers together--that 
we break them all as Lebanese and that we meet again. Without such an under- 
Standing, we cannot reach solutions. Although Philip Habib and the foreign 
powers can do much and can send their armies to Lebancn to find solutions, 
this remains irrelevant unless we agree as Lebanese 


Shaykh Bashir was asked: We are now on the threshoiis of several solutions-—- 
first, the political solution for Beirut and, second, we are on the threshold 
of a constitutional deadline, which is the election of a president of the 


republic. What are your comments on these two matters? 


Shaykh Bashir answered: I was the first to draw attention to the dangers 
surrounding Beirut. I was the first to warm and draw attention to all the 
destruction and devastation that could befall Beirut in the event we failed 
to reach a solution or the means for finding a politicai solution. Although 
we have been able to avert a showdown in Beirut, much destruction and 
devastation has occurred because of the bombardments and clashes and all 
that has happened in West Beirut recently. In the meantime, we have not 
failed to make any effort in agreement with Philip Habib, whom I thank--and 
I also thank his government and his embassy-~-for the great efforts they have 
made to spare Beirut further destruction. We have been in constant touch with 
Philip in meetings far from the limelight and the news media. We held 
periodic meetings, sometimes twice a day, so that we could silently reach a 
phase in which we could say we have reached a solution.

AL-JUMAYYIL ON ELECTIONS, STRONG GOVERNMENT

[Text] From 1700 to 1800 [1500 to 1600 GMT] this evening, a meeting was held 
between Shaykh Bashir al-Jumayyil and U.S. presidential envoy ambassador 
Philip Habib. Shaykh Bashir has expressed his belief that the [Chamber of 
Deputies] session for electing a president will be held, that a president 

for the republic will be elected and that whoever gets the majority wins. 


He affirmed that it is supposed that we must have a ruler who is capable of 
tackling all the problems from the Lebanese point of view, [saying] I hope 
that this will become possible on 23 August. Shaykh Bashir described the 
meeting as one of the meetings underway to salvage Beirut. He considered 
the step which was implemented today successful and added: we hope that 
the rest of the steps will be successful and that other steps will be 
considered for the rest of the country. Shaykh Bashir said: 


[begin recording] This is one of several meetings which are taking place 

to find political solutions, which we must find, to (?salvage) Beirut as a 
first step and then, I hope, the entire country. Today's step has been 
completely successful. We hope the other steps to take place in the 

next 2 weeks will also be successful and implemented with the cooperation of 
all the factions concerned with the success of these steps. We can now look © 
to the future to take steps all over the country--the entire 10,452 square km. 
Then we will begin to think seriously about restoring sovereignty to the 
Lebanese territory, and this sovereignty will not be incomplete or violated 
by anybody or shared with us by anybody. These are all the efforts we expend. 
I thank President Sarkis for everything that has been done. I thank 

Philip Habib and the U.S. Embassy for everything that has been done. I hope 
that this positive and practical atmosphere--this is the first time we have 
been a practical, serious step being implemented in 8 years, by virtue of the 
mutual understanding between President Sarkis and Philip Habib. [sentence as 
heard] I thank them and hope that this understanding will continue. I hope 
that this cooperation and these positive measures continue so that we may be 
able to achieve practical steps for the future. Certainly, these steps are 
very positive and we must be satisfied, because what we have seen was 
well-planned and studied in detail. This has been implemented. We hope that 
we will continue this process--a 1,000-mile journey starts with the first 
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step. Again, I repeat, all the armed aliens--those who are non-Lebanese--must 
leave Lebanon. All the armed Lebanese who aré on the ground [in Lebanon]

In answering a question om his opinion a few hours before the presidential 
elections, Shaykh Bashir said: 


[begin recording] I have spoken several times on this matter. [words 
indistinct] during this short period from now to the date [of the elections] 
I hope that all of us, as Lebanese, give up slogans and fanaticism and 

follow the correct parliamentary procedures without trying to turn things 
upside down or to complicate things. I think that the session will be 

held and the lawful quorum will be secured. Many of the deputies we have 
been contacting may not be supporting [Bashir al-Jumayyilj, but many of them 
will attend the meeting in principle [sentence as heard]. Even if they decide 
to vote in a manner we do not seek, the parliamentary procedure will take 
place on Monday. The candidate who has the most (?supporters) will be elected. 
Those who want to attend we thank very much; as for those who do not want to 
attend, we respect their opinions, because this is within the framework of 
democracy, which is guaranteed to everybody. We hope that we all participate 
in this session and that everyone expresses his opinion as he wishes. But, 
in my opinion, in this atmosphere we are now experiencing--what took place 
today at the port and which will take place for the next 2 weeks; the matters 
which may take place from now until the end of September; and the alien 
presence in Lebanese territory, whether Syrian, Israeli, others or the 
unlawful presence in Lebanon--will naturally be discussed. We must have a 
government which is capable of tackling these matters through the purely 
Lebanese point of view with a specific dynamism so that we can resume full 
sovereignty over all our territory. I hope that this will become possible, 
or begin to be possible starting on 23 August. [end recording]

BIOGRAPHY OF PRESIDENT-ELECT BASHIR AL-JUMAYYIL

[Text] Bashir al-Jumayyil was born in Beirut on 10 November 1947. He is 

the youngest of four daughters and two sons. His father, Shaykh Pierre 
al-Jumayyil, is the founder and leader of the Phalangist Party. He completed 
his primary education at the Jesuit Fathers Institute, his preparatory and 
secondary education at the modern Lebanese institute in al-Fanar, where 

he taught physical education from 1967-1969. He got degrees in law and 
political science at the Saint Joseph University in 1971. 


In 1972, Bashir al-Jumayyil left for the United States, where he participated 
in a conference on international law held at the South Western Methodist 
University in Dallas. After a 2-month stay in Washington and rejecting a 
scholarship, he returned to Lebanon in September 1972 and started to practice 
in the law profession in addition to his political activities which, at the 
outset of the 1975 war, became his main »vreoccupation. 


During his law practice, Bashir al-Jumayyil participated in several inter- 
national conferences and symposiums on topics of law and political issues 
prevalent throuy.out the Middle East, Europe and the United States. 


In 1977, he married Solange Tutungi. In February 1980, his 18-month-old 
daughter Marya was killed in a boobytrapped car. Bashir has a daughter, Yumna, 
born in 1981 and a son, Nadim, born in 1982. 


Bashir is frank and direct in his dealings with people. He moves around in 
public places unaccompanied. He likes classical music and reading history 
works, particularly works on the lives of great politicians. He speaks 
Arabic, French and English fluently. He is a sportsman, but politics have 
deprived him of exercising his hobby of athletics and riding motorbikes. 


Bashir began his political and party activity at an early age within the 
ranks of the Phalangist Party. On 1 July 1976, he was appointed head of the 
Phalangist Security Council. On 30 August 1976, he became head of the 
Lebanese forces command council and became a member of the Lebanese front 

in 1981. 
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Al-Jumayyil's efforts for the Lebanese cause prompted him to motivate Lebanese 
personalities in the world and to meet Arab leaders, officials and many 
international personalities. 


Dashing and daring, Bashir al-Jumayyil is a man of decision and action. 
Throughout his exercise of polftical action, he has always taken appropriate 
decisions to tackle difficult events. He maintained a clear political line. 
He surrounded himself with a group of young dynamic and specialized people. 
He is aware and realistic and rejects bargaining and compromises. He is, 
however, open to dialogue and does not fear criticism. His political, social 
and economic principles can be summed up as follows: He has unshakable faith 
in Lebanon's survival as a democratic, independent and sovereign state linked 
with strong ties to the Arab world and the free world. He believes in 
cultural plurality and in the need for regeneration, planning and technology, 
He is keen on maintaining balance in the various economic sectors. He is 
determined that the citizens have work, housing, education and health care. 
He nurtures determination to exploit the natural wealth and cultural resources 
and to maintain Lebanon's cultural role.

[Text] Beirut--Mr Salim al-Huss, who was prime minister from 1976 to 1981 
and is one of the main leaders of Beirut'’s Sunni community, has devoted all 
his efforts since his eviction from the government to bringing the Lebanese 
national movement closer to the Islamic grouping chaired by Sa'ib Salah. 


Mr al-Huss parted company with President Sarkis, after being one of his 
closest aides, following differences of opinion on the nature of the army, 
which the former prime minister regarded as important and politically 
committed. He recently tried to set up a permanent Islamic congress in 
order to draw up a united national Islamic position which would consecrate 
the existence of Lebanon's Muslims. | 





Receiving us in his contemporary residence in West Beirut--the Doha Villa 
south of the capital being in the Israeli-occupied zone--Mr al-Huss said he 
is optimistic about the outcome of the preliminary negotiations started by 
Dr Habib with a view to ensuring the Palestinians’ withdrawal from Beirut. 
"I am convinced,” he said, "that the Americans will exert all the necessary 
pressures to force Israel to accept thc Habib plan." Moreover, Mr al-—-Huss 
thinks that the PLO will emerge stronge: from the trial. "The fact that 
the Palestinians have succeeded in resisting the biggest military power in 
the Near East for so long is in itself a victory," he added, specifying 
however, "the PLO has just acquired a new political status but in the 

final analysis it will have lost its military strength. Nonetheless the 
Habib plan gives the Palestinian federation a good opportunity to continue 
the struggle at political level." 


The former prime minister, however, deplores the fact that the Habib plan 
only concerns the Palestinians’ departure from Beirut and does not 

comprise any exclusively Lebanese section. "We are going to embark," he 
said, "on a new and difficult political struggle whose main objective will 

be the reunification of Lebanon, which has been divided into three separate 
parts since the start of the war: the Israeli-occupied territories, al-Biqa' 
and the north, where there are still Palestinian and Syrian forces, and the 
territories controlled by the Lebanese front." 
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Against Mr al-Jumayyil's Candidacy 


"Our main concern after the Palestinians' departure will therefore be to ensure 
the Israelis’ withdrawal from Lebanon and the country's reunification. To do 
that we need a president who will have the necessary will, power and personality 
to carry through that dual mission," he added, stating that it is obvious 

that Mr Bashir al-Jumayyil, who has put his name forward as candidate for 

the presidency, is in no way qualified to succeed in this enterprise 

especially since "for many people he represents a threat to Lebanese democracy 
owing to his past activities,'' Mr al-Huss also deplored the fact that the 
presidential election makes provision for a parliamentary vote. If there 

was a vote by the people," he said, "I am sure that national bloc leader 
Raymond Iddih would be elected because he has the suppert and sympathy of 

the vast majority of the population.” The former prime minister thinks 

that in present conditions it is essential to avoid an "electoral battle" 

at all costs. 'We need a candidate," he said, "who would be chosen by national 
consensus, and who would emerge from consultations and bilateral contacts." 


Mr al-Huss maintains his reservations about the Lebanese army but nonetheless 
advocates use of the soldiers to avoid "a vacuum in the security sphere" 
after the Palestinians' departure. "Everybody here," he said, "is seeking 

a secure state and hopes that the latter will be backed up by a strong and 
restructured army whose essential aim would be to eliminate the partisan 
militias. The army has not changed and remains largely politically committed, 
but I do not rule out the possibility of future action which would make it 
more credible and effective." 


Mr al-Huss thinks that, even in its present state, the army will be able to 
and should play an essential role after the Palestinians’ departure "if 
certain conditions are created to ensure the success of its mission." He 
immediately rejected the idea of proclaiming a state of emergency which would 
seriously affect the country's civilian and political life and suggests that 
the army instead be given the mission of restoring security in the country by 
Prime Minister Shafiq al-Wazzan. Second, the former prime minister suggests 
that greater Beirut (comprising the East and West of the capital) be regarded 
as a single entity, in other words that the demarcation line be eliminated. 
"The army's mission would be to restore security throughout Beirut and not 
only in the west, thus ending any possibility of partition." 


Mr al-Huss considers that the success of the army's mission will largely depend 
on the choice of the otficers who will command it in Beirut, who should not 

be politically committed. Finally, he stated the army's mission should be 
clearly defined. First it should ensure the removal of the barricades erected 
by the partisan militias and put an end to any visible armed presence in the 
two sectors of Beirut. Second it would collect the weapons. 


'Yhe use of the army is inevitable," Mr al-Huss thinks, but he added: "This 
would have to take place initially in coordination with the international 
force in order to form a protective belt around heavily-populated zones after 
the Palestinian fighters’ departure."

[Interview with Lebanese Communist Party secretary general Georges Hawi 
by "J.G." in Beirut: "National Accord Is Vital To Rid Ourselves of the 
Israeli Occupation"--date not given] 


[Text] Beirut--"As long as one Israeli soldier remains on Lebanese soil we 
will continue the armed struggle and political action against the Israeli 
occupation." Mr Georges Hawi, secretary general of the Lebanese Communist 
Party [LCP] which is one of the most active components of the Lebanese 
national movement, receiving us in the basement of a building in West Beirut 
which has been turned into a crisis headquarters, admitted that the 
Palestinians" departure is a severe blow to the movement. However he showed 
cautious optimism. 


"The Lebanese problem," he said, "will not end with the Palestinians’ departure. 
This problem with its economic, social, demographic and religious implications 
existed in Lebanon before the Palestinians’ arrival and it will outlive their 
departure. It will give the patriotic movement many stirring opportunities 

for struggle. We do not fear the future, although we think that we will face 
very serious problems. But our internal enemies are in a blind alley, as are 
Israel and the United States." 


The LCP secretary general willingly admitted that his party has made many 
mistakes in the past. 'We failed to exploit the Lebanese aspect of our 
struggle," he said. "In addition we lacked suppleness and flexibility in our 
relations with the Amal movement, the Islamic grouping and the democratic 
christian forces whose interests are objectively opposed to the interests of 
reaction. Above all, we failed to establish closer contacts with the masses 
and we were not strong enough in our criticism of the excesses of the 
Palestinians and other armed groups or of those perpetrated by the Syrian 
forces in the Arab deterrence force." 


However Mr Hawi thinks that the alliance with Syria is not a mistake in itself. 
"The mistake," he said, "is in failing to base that alliance on sound and 
objective bases which would give Syria what belongs to it and the Lebanese 
what belongs to the Lebanese." "Our mistakes, he stressed, "are tactical 
mistakes in the framework of correct strategic decisions." 
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{Question} Is national accord possible in Lebanon? 


[Answer] "Yes, it is not only possible, it is vital. We will not be able to 
rid ourselves of the Israeli occupation unless we make substantial progress 
toward that accord," Mr Hawi replied. He hopes that "all those, including the 
Lebanese front, with whom we differed on the Israeli occupation in the past," 
might sit down at the same negotiating table to reach agreement "on methods 

of ending the Israeli military presence which threatens Lebanon's independence 
and unity." As for the Syrian presence in Lebanon, Mr Hawi thinks it is the 
result of a decision by the legal Lebanese authorities and that only those 
authorities can end it. 


A President Above the Fray 





"We hope," he added, "to make the presidential election an opportunity to 
revive national accord. The president of the republic was neither a leader 
nor an arbiter. We are counting on the presidential election to prepare the 
ground for a democratic discussion among the Lebanese. The only condition 
which we pose on that debate is an agreement on ending the Israeli occupation 
and guarantee/ag Lebanon's sovereignty, unity and Arab nature. An atmosphere 
of Lebanese patriotism must be created ana most oppose all attempts at 
domination which draw support from foreign countries." 


The secretary general ruled out the candidacy of Mr Bashir al-Jumayyil who, 
"in present circumstances, cannot serve national accord or preserve Lebanon's 
unity with a view to ending the Israeli occupation."’ Indeed Mr Hawi thinks 
that Shaykh Bashir is "the candidate of the Israeli tanks." "There is," he 
said, "practical cooperation in various spheres between the Phalangists and 
Israel. This candidacy is dividing Lebanon. There is an overwhelming 
[Islamic majority against this candidacy and deep anxiety among the christians 
who fear that Mr Bashir al-Jumayyil's arrival in power might lead to the 
destruction of democratic political life." 


Mr Hawi added: "Thus we have suggested to Mr Bashir al-Jumayyil, both openly 
and during bilateral negotiations, an examination of the problems relating to 
the presidency of the republic in order to reach agreement on a program and 

a candidate. Similarly we have suggested the formation of a national unity 
government which would include Shaykh Bashir and Mr Walid Junblatt." 


That solution is necessary, according to Mr Hawi, for at least 1 year, to "allow 
the Lebanese to assess Bashir al-Jumayyil as a statesman whereas at present 
they only know him as a militia leader." 


Meanwhile two possibilities remain: the extension of President Sarkis’ mandate 
for a period of 1 or 2 years, "which seems logical and reasonable," or an 
agreement on the choice of a president who would be above the fray, thus becoming 
the symbol of the Lebanese people's unity. In this connection Mr Hawi said he 
thinks that chairman Sham'un, "who has broad political experience and is now 
behaving with intelligence and awareness of the dangers threatening Lebanon, 

can play an important role in strengthening the unity of all the Lebanese.” 
Finally Mr Hawi thinks that if Mr Bashir al-Jumayyil gains power, "Lebanon will 
be threatened not only with partition but with division into many small states-- 


a situation which might make a new civil war inevitable."

[Text] It is no coincidence that the escalation of the Israeli threats 
against Syria take place at the same time of the implementation of the scheme 
to bring Basir al-Jumayyil to the Lebanese presidency. The objectives of 
these threats are multifaceted. The most important of these objectives 
are: first, the stress that has been put on the fact that the results of the 
z Lebanese presidential elections were the upshot of the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon.

[Excerpt] Abu Dhabi, 22 Aug (WAM)--UAE papers hailed the heroes of stead- 
fastness who are currently departing Beirut following the heroic unique 
confrontation of the U.S.-Israeli war machine. The papers say that the 
departure of the Palestinian combatants and the Arab positions paved the way 
for this departure and allowed the Israeli enemy the opportunity to achieve 
one of its goals. 


AL-WAHDAH paper says that the Arab decision "made its way to steadfast West 
Beirut calling on its heroic sons to lay down arms before Zionist barbarism 
and U.S. hegemony." The paper adds that this decision "violates Arab and 
Islamic traditions and meets the aspirations of the U.S. enemy and its 

Israeli ally." The paper stresses that for the first time in history a nation 
announces its capitulation at a time it is strong in its capabilities and 
resources, while its enemy suffers from crises and divisions. The paper 
indicates that this is the first time that international powers and the powers 
of a nation (that fights itself) force heroic combatants to end their fight 
and confrontation. 


The paper expresses surprise for the insistence "made by the Arabs of the 
United States to adhere to the U.S. ally despite the aggressive war which 
was planned and supported by the United States against the Lebanese and 
Palestinian peoples."

The paper says that when compared to the events 
of both World War II and the Arab wars, the Palestinian and Lebanese 
combatants have shown the finest forms of heroism throughout this bitter 
experience, during which they were faced with the most ferocious weapons of 
destruction and annihilation.
